THREE  CATEGORIES  FOR  PRESCRIBERS 

THE  Ministry  of  Health  and  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  have 
issued  to  doctors  in  the  National  Health  Service  a  list  of  proprietary 
medicines  classified  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Prescribing  of  the  Cen- 
tral and  Scottish  Health  Services  Councils  (chairman,  Sir  Henry  Cohen), 
in  accordance  with  recommendations  made  in  the  Committee's  second 
report  (C.  &  D.,  1950.  II.  47).  Lists  are  given  of  preparations  in  cate- 
gories 1  (new  drugs  of  proved  value  not  yet  standard);  and  5  and  6  (pre- 
parations that  "  consist  of  or  contain  drugs  of  doubtful  value  ").  Pre- 
parations not  listed  are  to  be  assumed  to  fall  into  categories  2,  3  and  4 
until  supplementary  lists  are  issued. 


During  the  past  two  and  a  half  years 
the  Committee  has  reviewed  5,000  pre- 
parations, and  the  present  list  refers  to 
800.  Of  those  650  have  been  assigned 
to  categories  5  and  6.  The  lists  will  be 
added  to  or  amended  from  time  to 
time  as  the  Committee  advise  on  the 
classification  of  other  preparations 
brought  before  them.  Discussions  on 
prices  are  taking  place  between  the 
Health  Departments  and  manufacturers 
concerning  the  preparations  falling  in 
categories  2,  3  and  4.  Those  prepara- 
tions are  prescribable  so  long  as  (1) 
they  have  not  been  defined  as  foods  or 
toilet  preparations  or  as  not  drugs  for 
N.H.S.  purposes;  (2)  they  are  not  ad- 
vertised direct  to  the  public;  and  (3) 
satisfactory  arrangements  for  price  are 
made  between  the  Health  Departments 
and  the  manufacturers. 

Some  preparations  appear  in  the  list 
more  than  once  because  of  alternative 
alphabetical  arrangement.  The  classifi- 
cation of  some  preparations  may  be  re- 
viewed when  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
1953  becomes  official. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  has  sent  a  letter  with  the  list 
to  each  doctor  requesting  him  in  the 
interest  of  economy,  and  without  pre- 
judice to  his  freedom  to  prescribe  what 
he  thinks  best  in  any  particular  case, 
(1)  not  to  prescribe  preparations  in 
categories  5  and  6;  (2)  only  to  pres- 
cribe preparations  not  included  in  the 
"ists  after  he  has  ascertained  the  cost 
and  compared  it  with  that  of  identical 
or  similar  standard  preparations,  and 
not  to  prescribe  preparations  of  which 
the  price  is  not  readily  and  conve- 
niently ascertainable;  and  (3)  where 
possible,  to  reduce  the  frequency  and 
the  quantities  of  orders  for  standard 
products.  The  Minister  adds  that  a  list 
of  prices  being  prepared  will  show  the 
cost  to  the  Service  of  standard  and  pro- 
prietary preparations  included  in  the 
National  Formulary  as  well  as  of  other 
proprietary  preparations  that  are  often 
prescribed. 


The  Association  of  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Industry  has  issued  a  state- 
ment on  the  list  in  which  the  follow- 
ing points  are  made:- — 

Category  1 :  This  category  comprises 
a  high  proportion  of  the  total  number 
of  preparations  prescribed.  The  pro- 
ducts stand  as  an  unassailable  example 
of  the  virile  and  progressive  nature  of 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  and  the 
industry  is  entitled  to  claim  credit  for 
such  achievements.  In  categories  2,  3 
and  4,  not  included  in  the  present  pub- 
lication, there  are  many  products  that 


are  largely  the  outcome  of  the  research 
of  the  pharmaceutical  industry.  The  in- 
dustry must  be  allowed  credit  again  be- 
cause many  of  the  products  have  been 
adopted  into  official  formularies. 

Categories  5  and  6 :  Products  in 
these  categories  are  only  a  small  pro- 
portion of  all  the  proprietaries  exa- 
mined by  the  Cohen  committee,  and 
as  most  of  them  are  relatively  infre- 
quently prescribed  they  represent  an 
even  smaller  proportion  of  the  aggre- 
gate of  all  products  prescribed,  i.e.  the 
total  of  all  prescriptions.  Many  in  their 
day  were  the  most  effective  therapeutic 
agents  for  the  purposes  for  which  they 
were  introduced,  but  now  they  have 
become  superseded  by  recent  dis- 
coveries. The  Association  recommends 
that  the  description  of  the  preparations 
should  be  altered  to  "  not  proved  of 
therapeutic  value.''  A  weakness  in  the 
procedure  of  classifying  products  in 
categories  5  or  6,  which  reacts  unfairly 
on  some  products,  is  pointed  out. 

The  names  of  the  preparations  in 
categories  5  and  6  are  listed  on  p.  76. 

STARCH  AND  GLUCOSE 
Decontrol  in  September 

THE  Minister  of  Food  announced  in

JEALOTT'S  HILL 
Jubilee  of  an  Agricultural  Station 

THE  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  agricultural  research 
station  of  Imperial  Chemical  Indus- 
tries, Ltd.,  at  Jealott's  Hill,  Bracknell, 
Berks,  was  celebrated  on  July  15  with 
a  luncheon  and  ceremonies  attended 
by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  agricultural  scientists  and 
other  guests. 

The  company's  chairman  of  central 
agricultural  control  (Mr.  S.  W. 
Cheveney),  proposing  the  toast 
"  Agriculture,"  and  speaking  as  "  one 
of  those  who  have  spent  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century  on  the  agricul- 
tural side  of  I.C.I."  spoke  reminiscently 
of  the  opening  of  the  station  twenty- 
five    years   ago.     The    founders.  Sir 


Alfred  Mond  and  Lord  McGowan,  had 
foreseen,  he  said,  the  need  to  bring  the 
full  resources  of  the  chemical  industry 
to  bear  on  increasing  food  production 
in  Britain  and  the  Empire.  At  the  be- 
ginning the  theme  of  work  at  the 
station  had  been  higher  production 
through  better  use  and  understanding 
of  fertilisers.  But  soon  other  products 
of  value  to  farming  had  been  dis- 
covered "  and  so  we  have  developed 
a  trinity  of  effort  embracing  crop  pro- 
duction, plant  protection  and  animal 
health."  Their  task  was  to  study  the 
living  plant  cell,  to  nourish  it  and 
protect  it  through  all  its  develop- 
ing phases  until  it  was  finally  trans- 
lated into  food  for  man.  Workers 
at  the  station  had  helped  in  the  elab- 
oration of  new  techniques  for  growing 
and  conserving  crops,  and  particularly 
grassland  ;  selective  weedkillers  ; 
methods  of  controlling  wireworm  and 
locusts,  and  a  means  of  combating 
tsetse  fly. 

The  Minister,  replying,  paid  a  tri- 
bute to  the  work  of  the  station,  and 
said  that  the  Ministry  was  trying  to 
carry  the  increasingly  complex  body 
of  knowledge  to  the  farmer  through  its 
advisory  services  and  through  wider 
opportunities  for  agricultural  educa- 
tion. 

COLOUR  PHOTOGRAPHY 

A  Centenary  Exhibition 

AN  exhibition  entitled  "  Colour  Photo- 
graphy," at  the  London  headquarters 
of  the  Royal  Photographic  Society, 
closes  on  July  25.  The  exhibition  was 
in  two  parts — a  historical  survey  of  the 
development  of  colour  photography 
during  the  past  hundred  years,  and  a 
display  of  prints  and  transparencies 
produced  by  various  processes.  The 
historical  section  goes  back,  in  fact, 
beyond  the  century,  since  its  starting- 
point  is  Newton's  discovery  that  white 
light  is  a  mixture  of  colours.  The  three- 
colour  theory  of  vision  is  ascribed  to 
Young,  Helmholtz  and  Maxwell,  and 
demonstrated  in  models  that  can  be 
switched  on  by  the  visitor.  Tribute  is

paid  to  Duhauron  as  the  formulator  of 
the  practical  principles  on  which  all 
modern  colour  processes  depend,  and 
to  Vogel,  who  made  the  discovery  that 
dyes  in  emulsions  render  them  sensi- 
tive to  colours.  Exhibits  explain  the 
mosaic-screen  process  and  its  variants, 
the  one-shot  camera  (essentially  the 
apparatus  used  in  the  modern  Techni- 
color process),  the  three-colour  process 
of  reproduction,  and  the  tri-pack  pro- 
cess, invented  by  Duhauron  and  the 
basis  of  almost  all  modern  colour  pro- 
cesses. 

U.K.  CHEMICAL  INDUSTRY 

T.U.C's  views  on  nationalisation 

THE  Trades  Union  Congress  econo- 
mic committee  on  July  15  issued  its 
views  on  nationalisation  which,  if  ap- 
proved by  general  council  of  the 
Congress,  will  go  before  the  Congress 
in  September.  The  statement  reiter- 
ates the  T.U.C's  view  that  the  chemi- 
cal industry  should  be  nationalised 
only  if  a  Government  inquiry  estab- 
lishes the  need  for  such  a  change,  for 
it  realises  that  the  chemical  industry's 
foreign  connections  would  make  na- 
tionalisation very  difficult.  On  July 
14,  Mr.  Arthur  Deakin  (a  leading 
member  of  the  T.U.C.  general  coun- 
cil and  economic  committee)  speak- 
ing on  the  same  topic  at  Southsea 
said :  "  There  should  be  no  precipitate 
action  which  would  involve  us  in  a 
position  of  chaos  and  confusion  aris- 
ing from  ill-considered  actions."

Pharmacy  for  Tannochside  ? 

IT  was  reported  recently  that  Tannoch- 
side, Lanarks,  Labour  Party  are  trying 
to  get  a  pharmacy  set  up  in  the  dis- 
trict, which  has  now  a  population  of 
over  10,000. 

Smash-and-grab  Raid

Harvesting  Seaweed 

THE  Institute  of  Seaweed  Research 
vessel  Condhuras  is  to  carry  out  ex- 
periments with  new  cutting  and  har- 
vesting equipment  in  the  West  of  Scot- 
land during  the  next  three  months.  She 
left  Oban  on  July  16  to  make  the 
first  tests  in  the  Firth  of  Lome,  where 
the  seaweed  used  for  commercial  pur- 
poses is  plentiful. 

"  Drug  Addicts  "  in  Lanarkshire 

"  ONE  is  almost  tempted  to  think  that 
the  population  of  Lanarkshire  are  be- 
coming drug  addicts,"  said  the  chair- 
man of  Lanarkshire  Executive  Council 
(Sir  William  Marshall)  in  Glasgow  on 
July  1.  When  national  insurance  was 
introduced  in  1913  the  cost  for  drugs 
per  person  per  year  in  Lanarkshire 
was  2s.  Just  before  the  war  the  figure 
had  got  no  higher  than  3s.  6d.  In 
1952,  under  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice, the  figure  had  risen  to  24s.,  he 
said.  The  following  day  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Banff.  Moray  and  Nairn  Ex- 
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ecutive  Council  in  Elgin,  Morays,  Mr. 
E.  Fraser,  M.P.S.,  Buckie,  Banffs,  said 
that  it  was  unfair  to  compare  the 
situation  today  with  that  of  forty  years 
ago  as  Sir  William  had  done.  "  What 
should  be  pointed  out,"  he  said,  "  is 
that  people  are  getting  what  the  ser- 
vice was  instituted  for." 

Prescription  Time-Limit  Sought 

AT  a  meeting  of  the  Renfrewshire 
Executive  Council  on  June  18,  it  was 
decided  to  seek  through  the  Scot- 
tish Executive  Councils'  Association 
a  seven-day  time  limit  on  prescriptions 
issued  by  doctors  under  the  National 
Health  Service.  They  also  decided  to 
seek  to  limit  the  period  during  which 
uncollected  medicines  should  be  re- 
tained by  chemists. 

Heriot-Watt  Prize  Giving 

THE  Lord  Provost  of  Edinburgh  (Sir 
James  Miller)  in  presenting  the  awards 
at  Heriot-Watt  College,  Edinburgh,  on 
July  9,  said  that  the  future  welfare  of 
Britain  would  largely  depend  on  the 
number  and  quality  of  the  technolo- 
gists engaged  in  industry.  It  was  sur- 
prising, he  said,  that  there  appeared  to 
be  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  those 
coming  forward  for  training  for  such 
posts.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
A  Multitude  of  Deletions 

After  spending  considerable  time  in  reading  the  provisional  list  of  dele- 
tions from  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  (pp.  68-69),  I  conclude  that 
the  list  is  too  sweeping  for  general  acceptance.  Possibly  the  Codex  Revi- 
sion Committee  has  been  reading  a  statement  in  "  Medical,  Philosophical, 
and  Vulgar  Errors,  of  various  kinds,"  a  treatise  issued  in  1797  by  John 
Jones,  M.B.  "Of  late,"  he  wrote,  "many  wheel-barrows  full  of  herbs, 
roots,  barks,  weeds,  &c.  &c.  have  been  thrown  out-;  yet  many  more  ;  .  . 
ought  to  have  accompanied  them."  Current  medical  practice  seems  to 
regard  newly-introduced  medicaments  as  necessarily  better  than  older  ones. 
That  postulate  I  take  leave  to  doubt :  it  may,  as  a  shrewd  old  doctor  once 
remarked,  confuse  results.  In  applying  this  observation  to  the  list  named, 
we  may  still  admit  that  many  of  the  substances  in  it  can  be  spared.  The 
mustards  and  peppers,  for  instance,  may  be  handed  over  to  compilers  of 
cookery  books.  On  the  other  hand,  one  of  my  paragraphs  could  easily  be 
filled  with  names  of  drugs,  chemicals  and  preparations  not  yet  obsolete : 
I  will  only  specify  lotio  evaporans  and  tinctura  aconiti.  The  argument  for 
discarding  such  familiar  galenicals  is,  presumably,  that  acceptable  for- 
mulas for  them  are  now  to  be  found  in  the  (British)  National  Formulary 
or  in  its  sixpenny  Amendment.  That  argument  fails,  I  submit,  in  two  res- 
pects. In  the  first  place,  prescribers  often  desire  a  choice  of  formulas.  In 
the  second  place,  the  information  in  the  Codex  under  a  heading  like 
"  Action  and  Uses  "  does  not  appear  in  either  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
or  the  Formulary  mentioned. 

Business  Questions 

The  latest  business  questions  in  your  series  (p.  67)  indicate  a  wide- 
spread need  for  the  answers.  I  continue  to  learn  from  those  answers,  and 
I  hope  that  this  experience  is  shared  by  many.  The  expression  "  an  exempt 
private  company  "  is,  I  believe,  of  recent  origin.  An  article  in  the  C.  &  D. 
Diary  for  the  year  1925  mentions  the  "  special  privileges  and  immunities  " 
of  private  limited  companies,  a  phrase  roughly  equivalent  to  "  exemp- 
tions." Those  privileges  and  immunities  are  there  grouped  in  seven  short 
paragraphs.  The  year  1925  is  becoming  rather  distant,  and  we  are  glad 
to  have  this  detail  of  company  law  put  so  concisely  before  us.  Your  con- 
tributor's reply  to  the  query  about  claiming  a  stockvaluer's  fee  as  a  trade 
expense  is  definite  and  reassuring.  The  matter  of  allowances  on  motor 
cars  bought  for  business  use  is  a  little  more  complicated,  and  needs  work- 
ing out  in  each  case. 

Prescribing  in  1753 

Two  communications  to  "The  Gentleman's  Magazine"  for  July  1753 
indicate  how  much  medical  practice  has  changed  since  that  year.  The  first 
letter  described  the  treatment  given  in  a  case  diagnosed  as  one  of  hydro- 
phobia, though  it  looks  to  me  like  a  case  of  hysteria.  A  woman  aged 
twenty-two  was  bitten  by  a  dog.  Richard  Mead's  pulvis  antilyssus,  for 
which  he  obtained  a  place  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  Londinensis  of  1721,  was 
ineffectual.  The  patient  was  cured  by  means  of  (1)  Sir  George  Cobb's  medi- 
cine (native  and  factitious  cinnabar,  of  each  gr.  24,  musk  gr.  16,  made 
into  boluses  with  honey  or  any  convenient  syrup) ;  (2)  bleeding;  (3)  opium 
gr.  2 ;  (4)  a  galbanum  plaster ;  (5)  an  enema  containing  antimonial  wine, 
nitre  and  barley  water.  The  other  letter,  signed  "  A  friend  to  the  human 
Race,"  informed  the  intelligentsia  of  the  day  how  to  deal  with  gravel  and 
stone,  then  common  ailments.  To  prevent  the  formation  of  gravel,  one 
was  directed  to  take  "  pure  water,  or  any  other  soft  liquor  "  ;  the  direc- 
tions continued:  "  Between  it  and  twelve  shilling  beer,  in  the  first  part  of 
a  meal,  double  the  weight  of  the  dry  food  you  eat,  and  blood  warm."  The 
syntax  may  be  erratic,  but  the  meaning  is  fairly  plain.  The  description  of 
beer  is,  I  think,  a  reference  to  the  price  by  the  barrel.  For  curing  gravel, 
the  instructions  were  to  "  treble  the  weight  of  the  same  kind  of  liquor  .  .  . 
and  of  the  same  degree  of  heat."

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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Not  Guilty. — At  Manchester  Assizes, 
on  July  14,  Mr.  Thomas  Ridyard 
Aspinall,  M.P.S.,  Great  Jackson  Street, 
Hulme,  Manchester,  was  found  not 
guilty  of  forging  National  Health  Ser- 
vice prescriptions,  uttering  forged 
documents,  and  obtaining  money  by 
means  of  forged  documents.  It  had 
been  said  that  he  altered  doctors'  writ- 
ing on  a  number  of  prescriptions  (total 
value  involved:  6s.  lid.).  Aspinall 
said  he  made  alterations  to  clarify  doc- 
tors' bad  handwriting.  He  had  no  in- 
tention of  getting  anything  to  which 
he  was  not  entitled. 

Shops  Act  Fine. — At  Liverpool  on 
July  15,  Normans  Pharmacies,  Ltd.,  7 
Victoria  Street,  Liverpool,  were  fined 
£10  for  contravening  the  Shops  Act 
by  not  having  their  pharmacy  at  113 
Heyworth  Street  closed  for  serving  cus- 
tomers with  cosmetics  on  a  Sunday. 
Evidence  was  given  that,  on  June  14, 
when  the  shop  was  legally  open  for 
dispensing  and  supply  of  medicines,  a 
Shops  Act  inspector  saw  a  girl  cus- 
tomer leaving  with  a  bottle  of  leg  tan 
and  a  cosmetic  make-up  pack.  The 
shop  manager  told  the  court  he  was 
busy  dispensing  prescriptions  at  the 
time.  It  was  stated  that  the  company 
had  been  fined  twice  before  for  sell- 
ing after  hours. 

An  Appeal  Dismissed. — In  the  High 
Court,  London,  on  July  16,  John  Wyeth 
&  Brother,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  che- 
mists, Clifton  House,  Euston  Road, 
London,  N.W.I,  appealed  against  the 
dismissal  by  the  Deputy  Registrar  of 
Trade  Marks  in  March  1952  of  their 
application  for  rectification  of  the  re- 
gister by  expunging  from  it  the  trade 
mark  Algelox  registered  in  the  name 
of  the  respondents,  Harker  Stagg,  Ltd., 
manufacturing  chemists,  Emmott 
Street,  London,  E.l,  in  June  1950.  The 
appellants  had  represented  that  the 
trade  mark  was  confusingly  similar  to 
their  own  mark  Aludrox  registered  in 
1937.  Mr.  Justice  Lloyd-Jacob,  dismiss- 
ing the  appeal,  with  costs,  said  that, 
having  regard  to  the  clear  statement 
by  the  officer  who  heard  the  applica- 
tion that  the  basis  upon  which  the 
case  was  argued  before  him  was  that 
the  goods  concerned  could  be  pur- 
chased by  all  and  sundry  persons,  the 
Court  was  not  entitled  to  hold  that  one 
error  in  his  view  of  the  evidence  had 
any  real  effect  on  his  finding.  The  offi- 
cer expressed  the  view — with  which  his 
lordship  found  himself  in  complete 
agreement — that  it  was  a  borderline 
case,  but  that,  having  regard  to  the  in- 
cidence of  onus,  the  fact  that  he  be- 
lieved there  might  have  been  confusion 
in  a  few  cases  was  not  a  sufficient  rea- 
son for  removing  from  the  register  a 
mark  which  had  already  achieved  the 
distinction  of  being  entered  upon  it. 
The  officer  had  not  misdirected  him- 
self in  any  essential  material. 

Appeal    Against    N.H.S.    Ruling. — 

Judgment  was  reserved  in  a  divisional 
court  in  Belfast  on  July  14  in  a  case 
in  which  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
chemists,  8  Donegall  Squ  are  West,  Bel- 
fast, sought  to  have  quashed  a  finding 
of  the  Services  Committee  of  the  Nor- 
thern Ireland  General  Health  Services 
Board  that  they  were  in  breach  of 


their  terms  of  service  as  a  result  of 
advertisements  for  surgical  appliances 
which  appeared  in  Belfast  newspapers. 
For  the  company  it  was  stated  that  the 
Services  Committee  recommendation 
that  £10  should  be  deducted  from 
their  remuneration  had  been  con- 
firmed by  the  Board  in  November 
1952.  The  Committee's  findings  were 
that  the  company  "  published,  or  per- 
mitted to  be  published  "  advertisements 
in  which  the  words  "  appliances  sup- 
plied under  the  National  Health  Servi- 
ces "  appeared,  and  that  they  "  sent  or 
permitted  to  be  sent "  to  a  person  resi- 
dent in  Northern  Ireland  a  leaflet 
bearing  the  words  "  appliances  sup- 
plied under  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice." In  fact  the  advertisements  had 
been  inserted  by  Beasley's,  Ltd.,  Cork 
Street,  London,  manufacturers  of  sur- 
gical appliances,  who  had  announced 
that  their  representative  would  be  at 
Messrs.  Clarke's  premises  for  the  pur- 
pose of  fitting.  Contrary  to  an 
arrangement  that  had  been  made  be- 


tween the  two  companies,  Messrs. 
Clarke  had  not  been  consulted  about 
the  form  of  either  the  advertisement 
or  the  circular.  The  manufacturers  had 
made  it  clear  to  the  Board  that  they 
had  inserted  the  advertisements  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  the  applicants. 
They  had  also  explained  that  the 
words  used  in  the  advertisement  had 
been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  England.  Counsel  submitted 
that  in  the  circumstances  no  such 
charge  as  "permitting  the  publication 
of  the  advertisement "  could  be  sus- 
tained against  the  applicants.  For  the 
Board  it  was  represented  that  nothing 
in  Article  10  of  the  General  Medical 
and  Pharmaceutical  Services  Regula- 
tions prevented  the  Services  Commit- 
tee from  finding  that  someone  who 
permitted  the  publication  of  advertise- 
ments and  circulars  had  advertised. 
The  word  "  permit "  itself  suggested 
that  the  offender  could  prevent  publi- 
cation of  an  advertisement,  and  was  as 
applicable  as  in  the  case  of  someone 
accused  of  permitting  another  to  drive 
a  non-insured  motor  vehicle. 


THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


Mr.  D.  Marshall  asked  the  Chancel- 
lor of  the  Exchequer  on  July  16,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  time-limit 
within  which  repairs  deferred  from  the 
Excess  Profits  Tax  period  could  be 
done  and  still  qualify  for  relief  from 
E.P.T.  would  expire  on  March  31,  1954, 
and  that  some  such  repairs  had  still  not 
been  carried  out,  whether  he  was  pre- 
pared to  recommend  an  extension  of 
the  time-limit. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Butler  told  him  that  he 
had  considered  the  point.  The  time- 
limit  would  originally  have  expired  at 
the  end  of  1949  and  it  had  already  been 
extended  twice.  By  the  end  of  next 
March  taxpayers  liable  to  E.P.T.  would 
have  had  more  than  seven  years  from 
the  end  of  1946,  when  E.P.T.  ceased 
to  be  charged,  to  carry  out  any  re- 
pairs which  were  deferred  during  the 
E.P.T.  period.  He  could  not  entertain 
the  suggestion  that  the  time-limit  for 
carrying  out  the  repairs  should  be  ex- 
tended beyond  March  31,  1954. 

Use  of  Swine  Fever  Vaccine 

Sir  Leonard  Ropner  asked  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  on  July  16 
whether  he  would  introduce  a  scheme 
to  ensure  a  more  extensive  use  of 
swine  fever  crystal  violet  vaccine. 

Sir  Thomas  Dugdale  told  him  that 
after  conversations  there  had  been  a 
substantial  measure  of  agreement,  and 
he  hoped  to  be  able  to  introduce  a 
scheme  soon. 

B.C.G.  Manufacture 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  P.  F.  Remnant  on 
July  16  that  any  manufacturer  could 
apply  for  a  licence  for  manufacturing 
B.C.G.  vaccine  under  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act,  1925.  No  application 
had  been  made  by  a  British  firm,  he 
said,  in  a  further  reply. 

Influenza  Vaccination  "  Encouraging  " 

The  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Iain 
Macleod)  told  Mr.  N.  N.  Dodds  on 
July  16  that  the  results  of  the  trial  of 


a  new  influenza  vaccine  carried  out  last 
winter  had  been  given  preliminary 
study  by  a  committee  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Over  12,000  indi- 
viduals took  part.  Influenza  was 
diagnosed  in  3  per  cent,  of  the  group 
given  the  new  vaccine,  and  in  4  9  per 
cent,  of  the  group  given  an  older  type 
of  vaccine  ;  6,340  volunteers  received 
the  new  trial  vaccine  of  the  virus  A 
type,  and  192  had  influenza  ;  6,370  re- 
ceived an  older  type,  and  309  had  in- 
fluenza. The  results  were  sufficiently 
encouraging  to  justify  further  research 
on  the  vaccine  with  a  view  to  improv- 
ing it. 

Prescription  Charge  Stays 

In  reply  to  Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop  on 
July  16  the  Minister  of  Health  Mr 
Iain  Macleod,  said  that  he  would  not 
abolish  the  prescription  charge  Mr 
Blenkinsop  had  instanced  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  British  Medical 
Association  at  their  annual  meeting. 

Medical  Supplies 

Mr  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  questioners  on  July  16  that 
it  had  been  represented  to  him  that  the 
Medical  Supply  Association  Park 
Royal,  London,  N.W.10,  was  not  com- 
plying with  the  fair  wages  clause  in  cur- 
rent contracts  with  his  department  and 
the  matter  was  being  investigated.  For 
the  moment  no  further  contracts  were 
being  placed  with  the  company. 

Bills 

The  Monopolies  and  Restrictive 
Practices  Commission  Bill  was  read 
the  Third  time  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  July  17.  The  Therapeutic 
Substances  (Prevention  of  Misuse)  Act 
received  the  Royal  Assent  on  July  15.

A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  was  held  in  Dublin  on  July  14,  Mr.  J.  P.  Kissane 
(president)  in  the  chair.  There  were  present  Messrs.  M. 
Costello  (vice-president),  T.  C.  Scott,  J.  Gleeson,  T.  B. 
O'Sullivan,  C.  D.  O'Shea,  G.  C.  O'Neill,  P.  F.  McGrath, 
J.  A.  O'Rourke,  D.  J.  Kennelly,  A.  A.  Toher,  and  F.  J. 
Robinson.  Mr.  James  G.  Coleman,  B.L.  (registrar),  was 
in  attendance.  Apologies  for  inability  to  attend  were  re- 
ceived from  Messrs.  P.  Brooke-Kelly,  M.  Power,  R.  Daly, 
C.  J.  Cremen,  P.  A.  Brady,  T.D.,  and  H.  P.  Corrigan 
(treasurer). 

Health  Council  Representation 

Arising  out  of  the  minutes  of  the  June  meeting  Mr. 
O'Rourke  asked  if  there  was  any  further  information  on 
the  subject  of  having  pharmacy  represented  on  local  health 
councils.  Those  bodies  would  be  acting  in  an  advisory 
capacity  to  the  county  managers,  and  it  was  important 
their  profession  should  be  represented.  Much  money  was 
wasted  in  the  public  hospitals  through  the  ordering  of 
expensive  proprietaries  where  an  alternative  existed.  A 
good  deal  of  taxpayers"  money  could  be  saved  by  having 
the  advice  of  qualified  people  on  purchase  and  distribu- 
tion of  drugs  and  medicines.  Appointments  to  the  local 
health  councils  should  be  made  not  on  a  political  basis  but 
on  a  vocational  one.  The  President  agreed  that  pharma- 
cists should  be  on  the  councils  and  said  he  intended  as  a 
member  of  the  National  Health  Council  to  keep  pressing 
the  matter  until  they  got  representation.  The  Minister  for 
Health  had  promised  that  after  his  Bill  got  through  the 
committee  stage  in  the  Dail  he  would  have  another  meet- 
ing of  the  Health  Council.  Mr.  O'Rourke  said  there  were 
people  who  did  not  want  chemists  on  those  Councils  be- 
cause they  knew  of  the  waste  that  was  going  on.  Mr. 
Costello  agreed  with  Mr.  O'Rourke.  He  did  not  see 
what  objection  the  Minister  could  have  to  chemists  being 
on  every  local  Health  Council.  They  were  entitled  to  re- 
presentation. Mr.  O'Rourke  urged  that  a  letter  should  be 
sent  to  the  Minister  requesting  representation  for  pharma- 
cists on  the  local  Health  Councils  and  that  was  unanimously 
agreed  to. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Minister  for  Health  enclos- 
ing, for  the  information  of  the  Council,  a  copy  of  a  short 
birth  certificate  issued  under  the  Short  Birth  Certificate 
Regulations,  1953.  That  form  of  certificate,  the  letter 
stated,  would  be  accepted  for  a  wide  variety  of  purposes 
including  appointment  to  posts  under  Government  depart- 
ments, local  authorities,  and  similar  bodies.  The  Minister 
wanted  that  form  to  be  accepted  for  appointments  by  the 
Society.  The  Council  agreed  to  accept  it. 

Mrs.  A.  Murtagh  (nee  Clarke),  M.P.S.I.,  and  Mrs.  Mary 
B.  Kelly  (nee  Hogan),  M.P.S.I.,  submitted  marriage  certifi- 
cates and  requested  change  of  name  in  the  Register.  Both 
applications  were  granted.  The  Registrar  reported  on  the 
deaths  of  Joseph  A.  Dillon,  R.D.,  Bray,  co.  Wicklow 
(C.  &  D.,  July  11,  p.  31)  and  Michael  Kelly.  L.P.S.I., 
Rosslare  Strand,  co.  Wexford.  The  following  changes  of 
address  were  notified:  —

In  connection  with  the  dispensing  of  medicines  at 
Portrane  Mental  Hospital  the  Registrar  reported  that  he 
had  sent  a  letter  to  the  county  manager  of  Dublin  saying 
that  the  Council  had  learned  that  there  was  no  pharmacist 
on  the  staff  of  Portrane  Mental  Hospital  which  had  more 
than  2,000  patients,  and  that  scheduled  poisons  and  potent 
substances  were  of  necessity  sometimes  handled  by  per- 
sons without  statutory  qualifications.  The  Council  had  con- 
sidered it  necessary  that  a  compounder  should  be  appointed 
to  Portrane  Hospital,  and  had  directed  him  to  ask  the 
county  manager  to  give  the  matter  his  consideration.  Be- 
fore advancing  arguments  in  support  of  the  Council's 
contention  he  thought  it  advisable  to  confirm  that  a  com- 
pounder was  not  appointed  to  the  Hospital.  A  reply  from 
the  chief  clerk  of  Grangegorman  Mental  Hospital  (of 
which  Portrane  is  a  branch  hospital)  stated  that  in  Portrane 
Mental  Hospital  an  assistant  medical  officer  had  charge  of 
the  pharmacy  and  was  responsible  for  the  dispensing  of 
medicines  in  accordance  with  Article  14  (8)  (9)  of  the 
Mental  Hospitals  (Officers  and  Servants)  Order,  1946.  That 
arrangement  was  considered  satisfactory,  stated  the  letter. 

Hospitals  without  Pharmacists 

Mr.  O'Shea  said  there  was  a  similar  unsatisfactory  posi- 
tion in  the  Cork  Mental  Hospital  where  they  had  nine 
doctors,  one  of  whom  was  an  L.A.H.  One  L.A.H.  could 
not  dispense  and  compound  for  the  other  eight  medical 
officers.  In  another  hospital  in  Cork  the  dispensing  was 
done  by  an  unqualified  man.  There  was  much  dispensing 
by  unqualified  persons  in  mental  hospitals  and  other  insti- 
tutions all  over  the  Republic.  Mr.  Costello  pointed  out 
that  the  reference  in  the  letter  to  an  assistant  medical 
officer  might  mean  any  one  of  nine  or  ten  assistant  medical 
officers  on  the  staff.  Possibly  only  doctors  had  access  to 
medicines  and  drugs  in  the  institution.  When  he  had  asked 
a  lady  assistant  medical  officer  from  one  of  those  institu- 
tions how  she  made  up  a  cough  mixture  she  replied  that 
she  took  it  out  of  a  stock  bottle.  Mr.  O'Shea  told  Mr. 
Scott  that  the  stocks  were  made  up  by  wholesalers  or 
manufacturers.  The  medical  officer  was  only  technically 
in  charge  in  many  of  the  institutions  where  unqualified 
people  hand  out  medicines.  Mr.  O'Rourke  doubted  if 
many  assistant  medical  officers  had  any  experience  of  dis- 
pensing. Mr.  Scott  said  that  a  medical  officer  was  not 
competent  to  dispense  medicines  because  he  had  insufficient 
training.  Why  should  patients  be  left  open  to  risks  of  that 
kind?  The  Council  should  object  to  the  Portrane  situation 
and  press  to  have  a  pharmacist  appointed.  Mr.  Costello 
thought  they  should  communicate  with  the  Department 
of  Health.  Mr.  Gleeson  agreed.  Mr.  McGrath  said  that 
the  Council  should  take  up  the  matter  strongly  with  the 
Department  from  the  point  of  view  of  professional  status. 
The  Society  was  training  people  to  do  dispensing  only 
to  find  other  people  doing  it.  It  was  agreed  to  take  up  the 
matter  with  the  Department  of  Health. 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  writing  from  the  House  of  Commons, 
London,  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble  from  Belfast  thanked  the 
Council  for  congratulations  on  their  recent  honours. 

The  thanks  of  the  Council  were  passed  to  Mr.  J.  Shirley 
Walsh.  M.P.S.I.,  Dublin,  for  presenting  the  Society's 
museum  with  a  mechanical  leech  and  specie  jar.  The  report 
of  the  examiners  to  the  First  Professional  examination 
stated  that  of  thirty-three  candidates  twenty-one  passed. 
Mr.  Michael  J.  Mulreany,  M.P.S.I.,  Wine  Street,  Sligo  (a 
gold  medallist  of  the  Society),  was  appointed  pharmacy 
examiner  to  the  Licence  examination  for  the  year  ending 
October  31,  1954,  in  succession  to  Dr.  Eoin  Dowling.  The 
reports  of  the  House.  Law,  and  Schools  Committees  were 
submitted  and  approved. 

At  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  meeting  held  fol- 
lowing the  Council  meeting  a  number  of  grants  were 
passed  for  payment. 
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A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland  was  held  in  Belfast,  on  July  17,  the 
president  (Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd)  in  the  chair.  Also  present  were 
Messrs.  H.  P.  Crossin  (treasurer),  S.  E.  Campbell,  H.  H. 
Cowzer,  F.  R.  Moore,  H.  F.  Moore,  J.  Irwin,  John 
McGregor,  Walter  C.  Tate  and  Professor  E.  B.  C.  Mayrs. 
Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from  Messrs.  W.  P. 
Ewart  (vice-president),  H.  J.  Cousley,  H.  W.  Gamble,  C.  A. 
Quinn,  and  P.  R.  W.  Shinner.  The  secretary  (Mr.  William 
Gorman)  was  in  attendance. 

Letters  of  acknowledgement  were  received  from  Sir  Hugh 
Linstead  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  to  whom  the  Council 
had  expressed  its  congratulations. 

It  was  decided  to  refer  to  the  Law  Committee  the  opinion 
of  senior  counsel  on  questions  referred  to  him  regarding 
changes  in  the  law  on  corporate  bodies  and  the  sale  of 
poisons. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Northern  Ireland  General 
Health  Services  Board  forwarding  a  complaint  by  one 
chemist  in  Londonderry  against  another  chemist  alleged 
not  to  be  observing  the  normal  closing  hours  and  to  be 
guilty  of  misconduct  in  relation  to  the  rota  service.  The 
Board  to  which  the  complaint  was  referred  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  Local  Government,  stated  that  the  question 
was  primarily  one  of  professional  conduct  which  should 
be  considered  by  the  Society. 

The  secretary  was  directed  to  reply  that  the  person  com- 
plained of  was  being  brought  before  the  Statutory  Commit- 
tee on  a  somewhat  similar  matter. 

The  application  of  Mr.  S.  G.  Morrison,  Bushmills,  for 
the  re-issue  of  a  registration  certificate  was  approved.  It 
was  agreed  that  Mrs.  K.  Spathaky,  7  Beechcote  Avenue, 
Portadown,  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain,  should  be  admitted  to  membership  under 
the  reciprocity  agreement,  and  that  a  similar  application 
by  Mr.  W.  M.  Delaney  should  be  granted  subject  to  the 
completion  of  the  necessary  documents. 

Reporting  on  the  June  examinations  the  Secretary  said 
that  in  the  Final  Qualifying,  Part  I,  ninety-nine  entered, 
twenty-seven  passed,  forty-six  failed,  sixteen  were  referred 
in  biology,  three  in  chemistry,  four  in  physics,  and  four 
were  absent.  The  percentage  of  passes  was  about  28.  In 
the  Final  Qualifying,  Part  II,  sixty-five  entered,  two  were 
absent,  thirty-two  passed  (nineteen  at  the  first  attempt), 
twenty-four  failed,  four  were  referred  in  pharmaceutics, 
two  in  pharmacognosy  and  one  in  chemistry.  The  percent- 
age of  passes  was  fifty.  The  President  commented  that 
because  eleven  of  the  successful  candidates  had  not  yet 
completed  their  apprenticeship,  they  could  not  receive  their 
certificates.  The  examination  could  not  be  considered  to 
be  too  difficult.  The  Secretary  said  that  the  results  showed, 
as  had  been  foreseen,  that  there  was  a  hard  core  of  per- 
sons who  were  entering  for  the  examination  on  many 
occasions  with  little  hope  of  passing. 

The  appointment  of  a  new  caretaker  for  the  Society's 
premises  was  approved.  The  certificate  of  apprenticeship 
was  granted  to  Dermot  Hugh  O'Donnell,  Londonderry. 

It  was  agreed  to  place  the  seal  of  the  Society  on  the 
following  new  Regulations:  — 

No.  69 — The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  be  empowered  to 
direct  that  any  student  who  has  failed  to  pass  Part  I  of  the 
Final  Qualifying  examination  shall  undertake  a  course  of 
study,  to  be  prescribed  by  them  in  such  one  or  more  subjects 
as  they  shall  prescribe,  before  being  permitted  to  enter  for 
the  said  examination  on  any  future  occasion  provided  that 
in  considering  this  matter  the  Board  of  Examiners  shall  have 
regard  to  the  standard  of  answering  of  the  particular  candi- 
date at  any  previous  examination  or  examinations.  If  a 
student  shall  have  failed  on  three  occasions  to  pass  Part  I 
of  the  Final  Qualifying  examination  he  shall  not  be  entitled 


to  enter  for  the  said  examination  on  any  future  occasion, 
provided  always  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  may  recom- 
mend to  the  Council  that  any  such  student  should  be  allowed 
to  enter  for  the  said  examination  on  one  more  occasion  only, 
and  in  this  matter  the  said  Board  shall  be  guided  by  that 
student's  standard  of  answering  at  any  previous  examination 
or  examinations. 

No.  70 — The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  be  empowered  to 
direct  that  any  student  who  has  failed  to  pass  Part  II  of  the 
Final  Qualifying  examination  shall  undertake  a  course  of 
study,  to  be  prescribed  by  them  in  such  one  or  more  subjects 
as  they  shall  prescribe,  before  being  permitted  to  enter  for 
the  said  examination  on  any  future  occasion,  provided  that 
in  considering  this  matter  the  Board  of  Examiners  shall  have 
regard  to  the  standard  of  answering  of  the  particular  candi- 
date at  any  previous  examination  or  examinations.  If  after 
having  undertaken  the  course  prescribed  as  aforesaid  by  the 
Board  of  Examiners  the  student's  standard  of  answering  at 
future  examinations  shall  not  be  considered  satisfactory  by  the 
Board  of  Examiners,  the  said  Board  may  recommend  to  the 
Council  of  the  Society  that  the  student  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  for  Part  II  of  the  Final  Qualifying  examination 
on  any  future  occasion. 

The  President  said  the  purpose  of  the  new  regulations 
was  to  help  the  students  and  at  the  same  time  to  give  some 
control  over  the  numbers  entering.  It  was  not  only  desirable 
in  the  interests  of  the  profession  but  in  the  interests  of 
those  students  who  were  being  prevented  from  attending 
classes  by  those  whose  performance  was  such  that  they  had 
very  great  difficulty  in  passing  the  examination.  He  did 
not  think  that  the  Board  of  Examiners,  on  which  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  also  sat,  would  penalise  any  students  with- 
out giving  them  sufficient  opportunity  to  pass  if  they  were 
capable  of  it.  In  that  way  the  regulations  were  intended  to 
make  the  students  work.  The  Secretary  pointed  out  that 
when  the  regulations  came  into  effect  every  student  would 
start  with  a  clean  sheet.  It  was  anticipated  that  the  regula- 
tions would  not  long  be  in  force  before  the  whole  educa- 
tional system  was  revised.  Professor  Mayrs  supported 
the  proposal  that  students  who  had  done  well  in  other 
subjects  should  be  given  greater  latitude  than  others. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  the  president  pre- 
sented certificates  and  wished  success  to  a  number  of  the 
students  successful  at  the  June  examinations.

The  latest  classification  of  proprietary  medicines  by  the 
Cohen  Committee  (see  p.  73),  represents  a  new  stage 
arrived  at  in  the  carrying-out  of  the  intention  of  the 
Government  to  bring  about  economies  in  prescribing 
under  the  National  Health  Service.  The  Committee 
(strictly  the  Joint  Committee  on  Prescribing  of  the  Cen- 
tral and  Scottish  Health  Services  Councils)  has  fol- 
lowed up  its  own  recommendation,  given  in  its  second 
interim  report,  that  proprietary  medicines  could  be  ar- 
ranged under  six  categories,  as  to  four  of  which  "  we 
have  no  reason  for  suggesting  that  these  proprietary 
preparations  should  not  be  freely  prescribable  in  the 
National  Health  Service,  except  when  advertised  direct 
to  the  public." 

Lists  have  now  been  given  by  the  Committee  of  drugs 
in  the  two  categories  which,  by  implication,  prescribers 
should  not  be  free  to  prescribe,  and  in  category  1, 
which  is,  in  effect,  a  "  white  list "  of  drugs  of  proved 
value  though  not  yet  standard.  The  number  of  pro- 
prietaries examined  by  the  Committee  is  understood 
to  have  been  5,000.  The  number  of  those  in  categories 
5  and  6  is  650,  and,  in  category  1,  130.  The  remainder 
are  to  be  assumed  to  fall  into  categories  2,  3  and  4 
("  proprietary  brands  of  standard  drugs,  singly  or  in 
combination  "  ;  "  standard  preparations,  and  new  reme- 
dies of  proved  value,  in  elegant  form  or  vehicle  "  ;  and 
"qualitative  and/ or  quantitative  modifications  in  the 
composition  or  combination  of  standard  preparations, 
or  new  remedies  not  accepted  as  therapeutically  super- 
ior to  preparations  included  either  alone  or  in  com- 
bination in  the  B.P.C.  or  N.F.").  650  out  of  5,000  is 
a  relatively  small  proportion  to  be,  as  it  were,  "  con- 
demned," and,  according  to  the  Association  of  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry,  they  are  relatively  infrequently 
prescribed  and  represent  an  even  smaller  proportion 
of  the  aggregate  of  all  prescriptions.  Taking  away 
those  that  have  been  good  in  their  time  but  super- 
seded, and  a  few  that  may  have  continued  to  be  made 
because  prescribers  asked  for  them — though  perhaps 
no  longer  profitable  to  the  makers — the  impression  left 
is  hardly  the  picture  of  an  industry  that  has  been 
foisting  expensive  and  worthless  products  on  to  mes- 
merised prescribers. 

It  is  true  that  products  in  categories  2,  3  and  4 
have  still  to  justify  themselves  on  the  score  of  price. 
Cost  investigations  are  stated  to  be  under  way  for 
many  of  them. 

It  must  be  an  encouragement  to  the  industry  and 


heartening  to  patients  that  so  many  as  130  proprietary 
preparations  *'  not  yet  standard,"  are  accepted  by  the 
Cohen  Committee  as  being  "  of  proved  value."  They 
lend  support  to  the  A.B.P.I.'s  claim  to  credit  for  the 
research,  enterprise  and  integrity  of  the  British  ethical 
proprietaries  industry. 

The  extent  to  which  the  publication  of  the  list  will 
affect  the  cost  of  the  National  Health  Service  depends 
on  how  far  doctors  co-operate  in  complying  with  the 
Minister's  recommendations  on  the  use  of  the  lists.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  he  urges  them  not  to  prescribe  prepara- 
tions of  which  the  price  is  not  readily  and  conveniently 
ascertainable,  as  well  as  those  in  categories  5  and  6. 

Decline  in  Exports 

Those  whose  concern  it  is  to  follow  closely  the  trend 
of  the  United  Kingdom's  exports  of  pharmaceutical  and 
allied  products  must  have  been  considerably  disturbed 
with  the  industry's  recent  performance.  The  figures  for 
June,  announced  this  week,  do  nothing  to  brighten  the 
picture.  In  practically  all  the  pharmaceutical  items  for 
which  individual  figures  are  given,  a  comparison  of 
the  values  with  those  of  a  year  ago  shows  a  deteriora- 
tion. The  trend  is  not  however  peculiar  to  pharmaceu- 
ticals. It  is  shared  by  the  country's  exports  as  a  whole, 
and  in  part  is  due  to  the  lower  prices  now  ruling.  Whilst 
the  trade  balance  has  certainly  improved  since  twelve 
months  ago,  the  improvement  has  been  accomplished 
by  diminished  imports  and  not  by  the  positive  action 
of  increasing  exports.  Recently  concessions  have  been 
made  in  the  country's  import  policy  by  which  it  was 
hoped  to  set  an  example  to  other  countries.  So  far, 
reciprocal  concessions  have  been  disappointing.  Paki- 
stan, for  instance,  has  cut  its  imports  of  drugs  and 
medicines  from  the  U.K.  very  severely.  In  the  six 
months  of  1953  their  value  was  £104,497,  plus  proprie- 
tary medicines  £19,386,  whereas  in  the  comparable 
period  of  1952,  the  figures  were  £1,038,408  and  £291,084 
respectively.  Exports  of  those  products  to  Australia 
and  India  also  declined,  though  not  to  the  same  extent. 
The  position  was  partly  offset  by  increased  shipments  to 
Hong  Kong,  mainly  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

United  Kingdom  exports  in  June  (twenty-four  work- 
ing days)  was  £204.0  millions,  against  £211.7  millions  in 
May  (twenty-five  working  days)  and  £214.8  millions  in

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April  (twenty-four  working  days).  The  monthly  average 
for  the  second  quarter  was  £210.1  millions,  against 
£208.5  millions  in  the  first  quarter,  though  there  was  a 
smaller  number  of  working  days  in  the  second  quarter. 
Imports  in  June,  at  £291.7  millions,  were  a  little  lower 
than  in  April  and  May ;  nevertheless  the  monthly  aver- 
age of  £292.3  millions  for  the  second  quarter  was  con- 
siderably above  the  level  for  the  first  quarter  of  £272.4 
millions.  Re-exports  in  June  were  at  £8.0  millions,  and 
the  excess  of  imports  (valued  c.i.f.)  over  exports  and  re- 
exports (f.o.b.)  in  the  first  half  of  1953  was  £64  millions 
a  month,  compared  with  £77  millions  in  the  first  half 
of  1952  and  £50  millions  in  the  second  half. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  exports  of  pharma- 
ceuticals in  June  were  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  cor- 
responding month  of  1952,  as  well  as  the  average 
monthly  rate  for  the  first  half  of  1953.  Drugs,  medicines 
and  medicinal  preparations  exported  were  valued  at 
£2,224,519,  of  which  proprietary  medicines  accounted 
for  £446,756.  British  West  Africa  was  the  largest  pur- 
chaser in  both  instances. 

During  June,  the  following  pharmaceuticals  had  their 
poorest  monthly  return  of  the  year: — Aspirin,  £46,921; 
penicillin  salts,  £169,828;  penicillin  preparations, 
£39,250 ;  antibiotics  other  than  penicillin,  £202,691  ; 
ointments  and  liniments,  £88,998  ;  and  sulphonamides, 
£158,739.  Except  in  February,  the  exports  of  quinine 
and  penicillin  injections  were  also  at  their  lowest ;  their 
values  in  June  were  £11,988  and  £138,847  respectively. 
The  value  of  antipaludics  at  £24,944  was  only  £20 
higher  than  in  May,  when  it  dropped  to  its  lowest  level 
of  the  year.  June  proved  however  to  be  the  best  month 
for  insulin  (£44,017)  since  October  1951  (£44,874). 

Following  the  general  export  pattern  toilet  prepara- 
tions were  also  lower.  Total  perfumery  and  toilet  pre- 
parations were  valued  at  £545,040,  of  which  cosmetics 
accounted  for  £150,258  and  dentifrices  for  £92,878.  Toi- 
let soaps  were  valued  at  £147,791,  essential  oils  at 
£31,826  and  perfumed  spirits  at  £50,251. 

Imports  of  drugs,  medicines  and  medicinal  prepara- 
tions at  £636,892  were  more  than  100  per  cent,  up  on 
May  and  easily  established  a  record.  The  cause  of  this 
sudden  rise  is  not  apparent  from  the  statistics.  Few 
people  can  wish  to  revert  again  to  imposing  more  con- 
trols, for  such  a  "  beggar-my-neighbour "  policy  in- 
evitably has  a  boomerang  effect.  Yet  it  is  obvious  that 
the  country  cannot  afford  the  luxury  of  doubling  its 
imports  of  proprietary  and  other  manufactured  medi- 
cines without  improving  its  exports  and  that  it  has  not 
been  doing.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

A  little  more  information  has  been  sought  by  a  number 
of  readers  as  to  the  precise  source  of  the  albarello 
illustrated  in  the  article  "  Saints  on  Drug  Jars  "  (C.  &  D. 
Annual  Special  Issue,  June  6,  p.  599)  and  depicting  the 
passion  of  St.  Stephen.  In  the  article  it  is  described  as 
"  Italian,  formerly  in  the  Castiglioni  collection."  When 
the  query  was  referred  to  the  author,  Miss  Lothian  said 
"  Since  writing  the  article  I  have  traced  the  St.  Stephen 
jar  to  be  one  of  a  set  attributed  to  D.  Francesco  Antonio 
Saverio  Grue  (1685-1746)  of  Castelli,  near  Teramo,  S. 
Italy."  . 

A  promising  new  field  of  exploration  in  the  use  of  penicil- 
lin is  suggested  in  an  editorial  article  in  the  British  Medical 
Journal   (1953.   I.    1266) — its  administration   in  subjects 


partly  protected  by  antibodies.  When  the  body  itself  can 
put  up  some  resistance  the  effect  of  penicillin  may  be 
greater,  it  is  thought. 

In  certain  forms  of  infection  "  depot  "  preparations  of 
penicillin,  giving  a  moderately  high  blood  concentration 
for  many  hours,  may  prove  preferable  to  infrequent  doses 
of  aqueous  solutions  however  large.  The  same  principle 
may  apply  to  other  antibiotics.

"  Infernal  chemist's  shop  "  is  the  description  used,  not  by 
somebody  with  an  antipathy  to  pharmacy  but — surprisingly 
enough — by  the  writers  Carter  &  Mace  in  Volume  3  of 
"  The  Tomb  of  Tutankhamen."  They  were  applying  it  to 
the  chambers  as  they  must  have  been  when,  as  the  authors 
surmised,  a  moist  vapour  must  have  steamed  from  every 
article  comprising  the  equipment  of  the  tomb.  Their  rea- 
sons for  thinking  so  were  that,  although  damp  affected  the 
tomb  of  Horemheb,  and  many  other  tombs  cut  in  the  lower 
Eocene  limestone,  in  other  parts  of  the  necropolis,  there 
is  no  trace  in  them  of  the  pink  deposit  that  so  palpably 
prevailed  in  the  tomb  of  Tutankhamen.  Horemheb's  and 
the  other  tombs  were  found  almost  entirely  void  of  their 
equipment.  Tutankhamen's  had  practically  the  whole  of  its 
funerary  equipment  intact.  The  inference  is  that  the  humid 
atmosphere  created  by  those  infrequent  saturations  caused 
chemical  changes  to  take  place  among  certain  materials 
pertaining  to  the  equipment — especially  the  leathers  and 
glues  —  which,  by  process  of  evaporation,  deposited  and 
formed  the  pink  film  over  everything.

And 
certainly  all  manufacturers  should  put  on  their  full  name 
and  address.

NOT  TRUE 

Sir,— In  "  The  Week  in  Parliament  "  (C.  &  D.,  July  18, 
p.  55)  you  report  the  remarks  about  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  made  by  Mr.  Harold  Wilson  in 
the  debate  on  the  second  reading  of  the  Monopolies  Bill. 
I  have  written  to  Mr.  Wilson  about  his  allegation  (repeat- 
ing an  allegation  made  in  a  letter  to  a  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment read  to  the  House  by  Sir  Hartley  Shawcross,  then 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  on  June  16,  1951),  draw- 
ing his  attention  to  the  following  statement  contained  in 
a  letter  addressed  by  me  to  the  Editor  of  The  Times  and 
published  in  that  journal  on  lune  18,  1951 : 
"  During  recent  months  many  manufacturers  of  proprietary 
products  have  been  compelled,  through  rising  costs,  to  increase 
the  retail  selling  prices  of  their  goods.  Some  of  these  manu- 
facturers are  members  of  this  Association,  whose  function  it  is 
to  see  that  the  revised  prices  are  notified  to  the  retail  trade.  On 
several  occasions  I,  as  secretary  of  the  Association,  have  been 
asked  by  retailers  whether  they  are  obliged  to  charge  the  in- 
creased price  for  goods  which  they  have  bought  before  the  new 
price  became  effective.  I  have  told  them  that  they  were  not 
obliged  and  would  not  be  encouraged  to  do  this.  I  have  no 
knowledge  of  the  shopkeeper  whose  letter  was  read  by  Sir 
Hartley  Shawcross,  but  would  state  emphatically  that,  so  far 
as  this  Association  is  concerned,  it  is  not  true  that  a  trader 
who  sells  at  the  old  price  an  article  bought  before  the  price  was 
increased  would  be  threatened  with,  or  subjected  to,  stoppage 
of  supplies — either  of  that  article  or  of  other  goods."

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A   STUDENTS'  GUIDE 
TO  EDUCATION 

In  pharmacy  and  allied  professions 


An  Outline  of  Training 


THE  education  which  a  student 
must  undergo  in  order  to  become 
registered  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Soci- 
ety combines  academic  with  practical 
instruction. 

REGISTRATION :  Every  student 
must  first  register  as  an  apprentice  or 
student:  to  do  that  he  has  to  provide 
proof  of  having  passed  a  General 
Certificate  of  Education,  the  London 
Matriculation  or  the  Scottish  Leaving 
Certificate  examination  and  pay  a  fee 
of  £4  4s.  The  student's  academic 
career  is  briefly  as  follows:  — 

INTERMEDIATE  EXAMINA- 
TION: The  student  must  undergo  for 
a  session  of  three  terms  a  full-time 
course  at  an  approved  institution  in 


chemistry,  physics  and  biology  and 
then  pass  the  Society's  Intermediate 
examination.  Exemption  from  the  ex- 
amination is  granted  to  students  who 
have  passed  a  General  Certificate  of 
Education  examination  at  advanced 
standard  in  those  subjects  (if  latter 
examination  passed  before  December 
31,  1952,  botany  or  zoology  may  take 
the  place  of  biology). 

QUALIFYING  EXAMINATION : 
The  subjects  of  the  Society's  Qualify- 
ing examination  are  pharmaceutical 
chemistry,  pharmaceutics,  pharmacog- 
nosy, physiology  and  pharmacology, 
and  forensic  pharmacy.  Attendance  at 
an  approved  institution  is  compulsory 
and  occupies  two  sessions  of  three 
terms  each. 


UNIVERSITY  DEGREES:  Certain 
universities  offer  degrees  in  pharmacy 
and  a  student  gaining  such  a  degree 
may  be  exempted  from  the  Society's 
examinations  and  be  registered  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  on  passing  an 
examination  in  forensic  pharmacy. 

APPRENTICESHIP:  Each  student, 
in  addition  to  his  academic  instruc- 
tion, must  undergo  an  apprenticeship, 
under  articles,  in  a  retail  pharmacy, 
hospital  or  manufacturing  pharmaceu- 
tical laboratory  approved  by  the  Soci- 
ety's Council.  It  occupies  two  years 
if  taken  before  the  qualifying  exam- 
ination and  one  year  if  taken  after. 
Before  registration  as  a  pharmacist  the 
student  must  have  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 


Qualifying  Examination  Syllabuses 


The  following  syllabuses  for  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  Qualifying  exam- 
ination were  approved  by  the  Privy 
Council  on  September  5,  1951:  — 

Pharmaceutical  Chemistry 

The  examination  in  this  subject 
comprises  two  written  sessions,  each  of 
three  hours'  duration  and  one  practical 
session  of  six  hours'  duration.  The  ex- 
aminers are  not  precluded  from  asking 
candidates  oral  questions  during  the 
practical  sessions. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to 
have  a  knowledge  of  the  following:  — 
The  principles  of  physical  chemistry 
treated  in  an  elementary  manner 
mainly  with  reference  to  their  pharma- 
ceutical application.  The  general  prin- 
ciples of  inorganic  chemistry  based 
upon  the  characteristics  of  the  ele- 
ments and  compounds  shown  by  the 
periodic  relationships  and  an  element- 
ary treatment  of  valency  and  the  elec- 
tronic structure  of  their  atoms.  An 
elementary  treatment  of  atomic  struc- 
ture, isotopes,  nuclear  chemistry, 
natural  and  induced  radioactivity.  A 
general  knowledge  of  organic  chemis- 
try, with  particular  reference  to  sub- 
stances in  frequent  use  in  pharmacy. 
A  knowledge  of  the  structure,  nomen- 
clature and  chemical  properties  of 
pharmaceutical  importance  of  the  fol- 
lowing and  such  of  their  derivatives 
as  are  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia :  — 
diphenyl  ethane,  triphenyl  methane, 
naphthalene,  anthracone,  furan,  pyrole, 
thiazole,  pyrazole,  imidazole,  pyridine, 
quinoline,  isoquinoline,  acridine.  The 
structure  of  phenanthrene.  Chemical 
synthesis  by  means  of  the  more  import- 
ant reagents.    A   knowledge   of  the 


chemistry  of  the  following  groups  of 
medicinal  organic  compounds: — sul- 
phonamides,  barbiturates,  arsenical 
compounds,  local  anaesthetics.  The 
general  constitution  and  properties  of 
the  fixed  oils,  fats  and  waxes  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  principles 
involved  in  the  estimation  of  the  oxy- 
genated constituents  of  essential  oils. 
A  knowledge  of  the  structure  and 
simple  chemical  properties  of  terpineol, 
limonene,  carvone,  menthol  and  cam- 
phor. The  general  methods  employed 
for  the  extraction  of  alkaloids  and  the 
methods  employed  for  the  elucidation 
of  their  structure.  The  preparation  and 
structure  of  uric  acid,  caffeine,  theo- 
bromine and  theophylline.  A  know- 
ledge of  the  properties  of  pharmaceu- 
tical importance  of  vitamins  and  hor- 
mones of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
The  general  chemistry  of  the  carbohy- 
drates, with  a  knowledge  of  the  struc- 
ture, excluding  stereo-chemical  con- 
siderations of  glucose  and  methyl-glu- 
cosides,  fructose,  sucrose,  lactose,  sali- 
cin.  An  elementary  knowledge  of  the 
classification  and  general  characteris- 
tics of  the  proteins  and  of  essential 
amino  acids  and  their  relationship  to 
proteins.  The  principles  of  analysis  as 
exemplified  by  the  determinations  and 
processes  indicated  in  the  practical 
syllabus. 

Practical 
Volumetric  analysis.  Gravimetric  an- 
alysis. The  quantitative  determination 
of  an  alkaloid  in  acid  or  alcoholic 
solution.  The  determination  of  the 
acid,  saponification  and  iodine  values 
of  fixed  oils  and  fats.  The  determina- 
tion of  aldehydes  in  volatile  oils.  The 


general  methods  for  the  detection  and 
determination  of  chloride,  sulphate, 
iron,  arsenic  and  lead  as  impurities. 
The  determination  of  the  melting 
point  of  solids  readily  reducible  to  a 
powder  and  of  the  boiling  point,  dens- 
ity, refractive  index  and  optical  rota- 
tion of  liquids.  The  identification  of 
the  functional  groups  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  simple  crystalline  derivatives 
of  organic  compounds.  The  identifica- 
tion or  reference  to  class  of  organic 
chemicals  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
The  qualitative  analysis  of  mixtures  of 
inorganic  substances  and  organic  acids 
and  their  salts  commonly  used  in  medi- 
cine. The  preparation  of  simple  or- 
ganic compounds  illustrative  of  the 
general  processes  involved  in  preparing 
substances  included  in  the  theoretical 
syllabus. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to 
bring  to  the  practical  examination  his 
original  laboratory  notebooks,  duly 
signed  by  the  teacher,  for  inspection 
should  the  examiners  so  desire.  These 
notebooks  must  be  taken  away  by  the 
candidate  at  the  close  of  the  examina- 
tion. The  use  of  loose-leaf  laboratory 
notebooks  during  the  session  1951-52 
and  subsequently  will  not  be  accept- 
able to  the  examiners.  In  the  practi- 
cal examination  the  candidate  may  use 
any  book  or  books  he  chooses  to  bring 
including  his  own  laboratory  note- 
books. 

Pharmaceutics 

The  examination  in  this  subject  com- 
prises two  written  sessions  and  two 
practical  sessions  each  of  three  hours' 
duration.  The  examiners  are  not  pre- 
cluded  from    asking   candidates  oral 
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questions  during  the  practical  session. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to 
have  a  knowledge  of  the  following:  — 
The  historical  development  of  phar- 
macy. The  application  of  physical 
phenomena  to  pharmaceutical  opera- 
tions— change  of  state;  systems  of  two 
or  more  components — solutions,  dis- 
persions. Pharmaceutical  processes 
and  products — preparation  of  material; 
solvents;  extraction;  assay  and  standard- 
isation; clarification  and  filtration  in- 
cluding removal  of  fat,  proteins,  gums, 
pectins,  tannins;  ultrafiltration;  stabi- 
lisation— maintenance  of  stability  dur- 
ing storage;  enzymes.  The  products  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  Brit- 
ish Pharmaceutical  Codex  to  be  used 
to  illustrate  the  above.  The  nature 
and  properties  of  materials  used  in 
the  construction  of  pharmaceutical  ap- 
paratus. Microbiology  in  so  far  as  it 
affects  the  content  of  this  syllabus. 
Sterilisation  and  the  preparation  of 
sterile  medicaments  and  materials. 
Disinfectants  and  antiseptics — methods 
for  evaluation  of  disinfectants.  Bac- 
teriostatics and  fungistatics.  Asepsis  in 
the  preparation  of  sterile  products — 
sources  of  contamination;  aseptic  pre- 
cautions. The  preparation,  properties 
and  storage  conditions  or  immunologi- 
cal and  diagnostic  agents  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia;  the  general  principles 
underlying  their  standardisation.  Dis- 
pensing practice — ethical  codes;  the 
prescription — purpose,  property  rights; 
the  doses  of  medicaments  of  the  Brit- 
ish Pharmacopoeia;  dispensing  and 
compounding  of  medicines;  containers; 
medical  gases — containers  and  appara- 
tus required  and  its  use;  equipment 
and  organisation  of  the  pharmacy. 
The  candidate  will  be  required  to  have 
such  a  knowledge  of  French  or  German 
as  will  enable  him,  with  the  aid  of 
technical  dictionaries,  to  translate  into 
English  passages  from  pharmacopoeias 
published  in  that  language. 

Practical 
The  student  must  be  prepared  to 
carry  out  ordinary  pharmaceutical 
operations  including  the  making  of 
preparations  included  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  and  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Codex,  the  dispensing  of 
prescriptions,  the  preparation  and  dis- 
pensing of  sterile  medicaments  and  ma- 
terials, the  detection  of  unusual  doses 
and  the  completion  of  preparations  in 
a  proper  manner.  The  preparation  of 
sterile  medicaments  and  materials  in- 
cludes the  preparation  of  culture 
media,  methods  of  evaluating  antibio- 
tics, sensitivity  tests  and  tests  for 
sterility. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to 
bring  to  the  practical  examination  his 
original  laboratory  notebooks,  duly 
signed  by  the  teacher,  for  inspection 
should  the  examiners  so  desire.  These 
notebooks  must  be  taken  way  by  the 
candidate  at  the  close  of  the  examina- 
tion. The  use  of  loose-leaf  laboratory 
notebooks  during  the  session  1951-52 
and  subsequently  will  not  be  accept- 
able to  the  examiners.  In  the  practical 
examination  the  candidate  will  have 
the  opportunity  of  consulting  the  Brit- 
ish Pharmacopoeia  and  the  B.P.C. 


Pharmacognosy 

The  examination  in  this  subject  com- 
prises one  written  session  of  three 
hours'  duration  and  one  practical  ses- 
sion of  three  hours.  The  examiners 
are  not  precluded  from  asking  candi- 
dates oral  questions  during  the  practi- 
cal session. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to 
have  a  knowledge  of  the  following:  — 
1.  The  commerce  in  and  history  of 
crude  drugs.  2.  Systems  of  classifica- 
tion of  crude  drugs.  3.  Cultivation, 
collection,  preparation  for  the  market 
and  storage  of  crude  drugs.  4.  Changes 
occurring  in  the  drying,  storage  and 
comminution  of  crude  drugs.  The  fac- 
tors and  organisms  influencing  deteri- 
oration of  crude  drugs.  5.  Methods 
used  for  the  examination  of  crude 
drugs.  The  isolation  and  identification 
of  tissues  and  cells.  Microchemical 
tests  for  cell  walls  and  cell  contents. 
Microscopical  measurements.  The  sys- 
tematic description  of  crude  drugs.  6. 
The  macroscopical  and  sensory  char- 
acters, biological  and  geographical 
sources,  commercial  varieties  and  adul- 
terants and  constituents  of  the  crude 
drugs  in  frequent  use  in  pharmacy. 
7.  The  microscopy  of  drugs  of  organ- 
ised structure  in  the  whole,  broken 
or  powdered  condition,  as  illustrated 
by  cascara,  clove,  cardamom  fruit,  fen- 
nel, belladonna  herb,  ginger,  liquorice, 
ipecacuanha.  8.  The  microscopy  of 
the  starches  and  starch  products  of 
pharmaceutical  importance.  The  use 
of  microscopical  characters  to  identify 
drugs  of  unorganised  structure  in  fre- 
quent use  in  pharmacy.  9.  Groups  of 
drug  constituents  and  their  significance 
in  pharmacy.  Qualitative  tests  for  the 
^identification  of,  or  the  detection  of 
adulteration  in,  the  crude  drugs  in  fre- 
quent use  in  pharmacy.  10.  The  types 
and  significance  of  standards  for  crude 
drugs  included  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia and  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex.  The  evaluation  of  crude  drugs. 
1-1.  Unmedicated  surgical  dressings, 
their  manufacture,  structure  and  stan- 
dards. The  sources,  preparation,  char- 
acters, qualitative  chemical  tests  and 
constituents  of  fibres  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  surgical  dressings.  12.  The 
principles  underlying  the  practical 
work  of  the  syllabus. 

Practical 
The  candidate  must  be  prepared:  — 
1.  To  examine  and  describe  the  macro- 
scopical characters,  the  general  distri- 
bution of  tissues,  the  nature  of  the  cell 
walls  and  the  cell  contents  of  crude 
drugs  and  to  refer  them  to  their  mor- 
phological groups.  2.  To  identify  in 
the  entire  or  broken  condition,  by  their 
gross  characters  and  by  qualitative 
tests,  the  crude  drugs  in  frequent  use 
in  pharmacy  and  to  state  their  bio- 
logical and  geographical  sources. 
3.  To  detect  adulteration  and  deteriora- 
tion in  crude  drugs  in  frequent  use  in 
pharmacy.  4.  To  analyse  mixtures  of 
crude  drugs  in  the  entire  or  broken 
conditions.  5.  To  examine  microscopi- 
cally, identify  and  describe  the  d  ugs 
included  in  paragraphs  7  and  8  of 
the  theoretical  syllabus.    6.  To  identify 


powders  of  single  crude  drugs  and  to 
report  upon  their  purity.  7.  To  make 
microscopical  measurements.  8.  To 
examine,  identify  and  report  on  the 
libres  and  dressings  named  in  para- 
graph 11  of  the  theoretical  syllabus. 
9.  To  carry  out  simple  exercises  in 
drug  evaluation.  10.  To  recognise,  in 
the  entire  condition,  those  crude  drugs 
used  in  pharmacy  or  as  sources  of  iso- 
lated active  principles. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to 
bring  to  the  practical  examination  his 
original  laboratory  notebooks,  duly 
signed  by  the  teacher,  for  inspection 
should  the  examiners  so  deside.  These 
notebooks  must  be  taken  away  by  the 
candidate  at  the  close  of  the  examina- 
tion. The  use  of  loose-leaf  laboratory 
notebooks  during  the  session  1951-52 
and  subsequently  will  not  be  acceptable 
to  the  examiners.  In  the  practical  exam- 
ination the  candidate  may  use  the  Brit- 
ish Pharmacopoeia,  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  and  his  own  practical 
notebooks,  except  for  the  answering  of 
those  questions  involving  the  identifi- 
cation and/ or  objective  descriptions  of 
crude  drugs  or  the  microscopical  char- 
acters of  those  drugs  indicated  in  para- 
graph 5  of  the  practical  syllabus. 

Physiology  and  Pharmacology 

The  examination  in  this  subject  com- 
prises one  written  session  of  three 
hours'  duration  and  one  practical  ses- 
sion of  three  hours'  duration.  The 
examiners  are  not  precluded  from  ask- 
ing candidates  oral  questions  during 
the  practical  session. 

The  candidate  will  be  expected  to 
possess  an  elementary  knowledge  of 
the  basic  facts  in  the  branches  of  phy- 
siology and  pharmacology  listed  be- 
low, and  of  the  main  methods  by 
which  these  facts  were  established. 

Physiology 
(General) :  The  properties  and  con- 
trol of  skeletal,  visceral  and  cardiac 
muscle.  The  formation,  properties, 
functions  and  circulation  of  the  blood 
and  lymph.  The  mechanism  and  con- 
trol of  pulmonary  ventilation;  gaseous 
interchange  at  the  lungs  and  tissues. 
Artificial  respiration.  The  alimentary 
tract.  Basal  metabolism  and  body 
heat.  The  principles  involved  in  con- 
structing a  balanced  diet;  vitamins. 
The  kidneys  and  urinary  tract.  The 
central  and  peripheral  nervous  sys- 
tems, including  the  autonomic  nerves. 
The  special  senses  of  sight,  taste  and 
smell.  The  structure  and  functions  of 
the  glands  of  internal  secretion  includ- 
ing (a)  pituitary  body,  (b)  thyroid  and 
parathyroids,  (c)  pancreas,  (d)  suprare- 
nals,  (e)  testes  and  ovaries.  The  ele- 
ments of  reproduction  in  man. 
(Histology) :  The  candidate  must  pos- 
sess an  elementary  knowledge  of  the 
microscopical  structure  of  the  follow- 
ing:— muscle  and  nerve;  the  heart, 
blood  vessels  and  blood;  lungs;  the  di- 
gestive glands;  stomach  and  intestines; 
liver;  kidneys;  skin;  the  endocrine 
glands  and  the  reproductive  organs, 
including  the  mammary  gland  and  the 
placenta.  (Biochemistry) :  The  bio- 
chemistry and  metabolism  of  carbohy- 
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drates,  fats  and  proteins.  The  composi- 
tion and  functions  of  the  salivary,  gas- 
tric, biliary,  pancreatic  and  intestinal 
secretions.  The  composition  and  nu- 
tritional value  of  common  food  stuffs. 
The  chemistry  of  muscular  contraction. 
The  composition  of  blood,  lymph  and 
cerebrospinal  fluid.  Normal  and  ab- 
normal constituents  of  urine. 

Pharmacology 
Scope  of  pharmacology.  Theories  of 
and  factors  affecting  drug  action. 
Quantitative  methods  in  pharmacology. 
Dose-response  curves.  The  general 
principles  and  methods  underlying  the 
biological  assays  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, excluding  the  assays  of 
sera,  vaccines  and  bacterial  derivatives. 
Special  attention  should  be  given  to 
the  determination  of  toxicity  and 
LD50.  An  elementary  study  of  the 
statistical  principles  involved  in  the 
assessment  of  the  error  of  these  quan- 
titative tests.  Drugs  affecting  structures 
innervated  by  the  autonomic  nervous 
system  and  the  somatic  motor  nerves. 
Drugs  used  as  central  nervous  depres- 
sants and  stimulants.  Anti-pyretics. 
Local  anaesthetics.     Emetics,  antacids; 


purgatives;  astringents;  diuretics.  Dis- 
infectants, bactericides  and  bacterio- 
statics including  antibiotics.  The  ap- 
plication of  pharmacological  principles 
in  treatment  of  poisoning. 

Practical 
The  candidate  must  be  prepared :  — 
To  show  his  acquaintance  with  the 
methods  employed  for  the  demonstra- 
tion ot  fundamental  physiological  and 
pharmacological  processes,  as  laid 
down  in  the  foregoing  syllabus,  and 
to  carry  out  such  chemical  manipula- 
tions or  simple  experiments  as  are 
comprised  therein.  To  recognise  and 
describe  with  diagrams,  histological 
preparations  of  any  tissue  or  of  any 
organs  mentioned  in  the  foregoing 
syllabus. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to 
bring  to  the  practical  examination  his 
original  laboratory  notebooks,  duly 
signed  by  the  teacher,  for  inspection 
should  the  examiners  so  desire.  These 
notebooks  must  be  taken  away  by  the 
candidate  at  the  close  of  the  examina- 
tion. The  use  of  loose-leaf  laboratory 
notebooks  during  the  session  1951-52 
and  subsequently  will  not  be  accept- 


able to  the  examiners.  In  the  practical 
examination,  the  candidate  will  be 
allowed  to  use  his  original  laboratory 
notebooks,  other  than  his  histology 
notebook,  provided  that  the  books  con- 
tain no  other  matter. 

Forensic  Pharmacy 

The  examination  in  this  subject  com- 
prises one  written  session  of  three 
hours'  duration. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to 
have  a  knowledge  of  the  following  en- 
actments and  the  subordinate  legisla- 
tion made  under  them,  in  so  far  as 
they  are  applicable  to  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  in  Great  Britain: — the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Acts,  1852  to  1941, 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  1920  to 
1932,  the  Acts  relating  to  the  National 
Health  Service,  the  Shops  Acts,  the 
Protection  of  Animals  Act,  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  the  Venereal  Disease 
Act,  the  Cancer  Act,  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act.  the  Penicillin  Act,  the 
Radio-Active  Substances  Act,  and  the 
Acts  relating  to  the  sale  of  spirits  (in- 
cluding methylated  spirits)  and  medi- 
cated wines  and  the  sale  of  aborU- 
facients.

— In  order  to  qualify 
for  registration  as  an  apprentice  in 
Northern  Ireland  a  candidate  must  have 
passed  at  one  examination  (a)  either 
any  United  Kingdom  matriculation 
examination,  the  Grammar  School 
Senior  Certificate  examination  of  the 
Northern  Ireland  Ministry  of  Educa- 
tion or  the  general  certificate  of  educa- 
tion of  the  University  of  London  in 
English  or  English  language,  a  mathe- 
matical subject  and  three  of  the 
following :  English  literature  (when  a 
separate  subject),  Latin,  French,  Ger- 
man, domestic  science,  history,  geo- 
graphy, botany  or  biology  or  zoology, 
chemistry,  physics  or  mechanics. 
Apprenticeship  comprises  four  years 
under  articles  with  an  employer  who  is 
a  registered  pharmacist  or  who  under- 
takes to  appoint  a  registered  pharma- 
cist on  his  staff  to  supervise  the 
student's  work.  For  a  session  of  three 
terms  during  the  fourth  year  of 
apprenticeship  the  student  attends  a 
full-time  course. 

Preliminary  Scientific  Examination. 
— Having  served  his  apprenticeship  and 
attended  an  approved  course  of  instruc- 
tion of  not  less  than  750  hours,  the 
candidate  must  pass  the  Part  1  examina- 
tion in  chemistry,  physics  and  biology 
(entrance  fee  £6  6s.  for  the  first  entry 
and  £4  4s.  for  any  subsequent  entry). 

Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying 
Examination. — A  candidate  may  pro- 
ceed to  the  qualifying  examination 
without  having  passed  Part  1  if  he  has 
passed  the  intermediate  B.Sc.  examina- 
tion in  pharmaceutics  of  the  Queens 
University  of  Belfast.  The  subjects  at

Preparation  and /or  identification  of 
certain  organic  compounds.  Identifica- 
tion of  the  elements  and  characteristic 
organic  groups.  Performance  of  B.P. 
tests.  Volumetric  and  alkaloidal  (of 
simple  solution  only)  assays. 

Pharmacognosy.  —  Recognition  of 
certain  B.P.  or  B.P.C.  drugs,  their 
sources,  characters,  active  principles, 
varieties,  and  adulterants  ;  knowledge 
of  B.P.  and  B.P.C.  tests. 

Pharmaceutics. — Principles  involved 
in  pharmaceutical  operations.  Galenical 
preparations  included  in  the  B.P. 
Biology  of  bacteria  so  far  as  it  affects 
the  syllabus.  Surgical  dressings  and 
their  standardisation.  Interpretation  of 
prescriptions.  Maximum  B.P.  doses 
Practical:  Preparation  of  galenicals  and 
of  sterile  medicaments.  Dispensing  of 
prescriptions  and  detection  of  unusual 
doses. 


Physiology. — An  elementary  know- 
ledge of  (i)  biochemistry  of  food  and 
tissues,  (ii)  structure  of  various  tissues 
and  organs,  (iii)  properties  of  muscle, 
(iv)  the  nervous  system,  (v)  vision,  (vi) 
the  blood,  (vii)  the  heart  and  peripheral 
blood  vessels,  (viii)  respiration,  (ix) 
digestion,  (x)  body  heat,  (xi)  urine, 
(xii)  endocrinology  and  (xiii)  biological 
assays. 

Forensic  Pharmacy.  —  Knowledge 
of  Acts  relating  to  pharmacy  in  shop 
and  hospital  including  the  Dangerous 
Drugs.  Therapeutic  Substances  and 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  (Northern  Ire- 
land) Acts. 

The  examination  is  held  each  June 
and  December.  Entrance  fees:  First 
entry.  £12  12s.  ;  subsequently,  £6  6s. 
A  candidate  who  has  passed  or 
obtained  exemption  from  the  Prelimin- 
ary Scientific  examination  and  has 
passed  the  Final  Part  1  for  the  B.Sc.

Pharmacy  (Republic  of  Ireland) 

An  applicant  for  registration  as  a 
pharmaceutical  student  in  the  Republic 
of  Ireland  must  have  passed  a  prelimin- 
ary examination  in  English,  Irish, 
Latin,  mathematics,  and  a  fifth  subject, 
and  in  addition  the  pre-registration 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland.  A  candidate  who 
has  gained  credit  for  physics  and 
chemistry  in  the  preliminary  examina- 
tion or  in  certain  university  examina- 
tions is  exempt  from  the  pre-registra- 
tion examination.  The  preliminary 
examination  may  be:  (a)  the  Leaving 
Certificate  examination  of  the  Irish 
Department  of  Education,  (b)  the 
matriculation  examination  of  the 
National  University,  (c)  any  examina- 
tion of  equivalent  standard,  conducted 
outside  the  State,  which  may  be  accept- 
able to  the  Council. 

The  Science  Course. — A  registered 
student  must  attend  the  Society's 
College  for  a  continuous  course  of 
three  terms  of  lectures  in  pharmaceuti- 
cal and  general  chemistry,  biology, 
pharmaceutics.  forensic  pharmacy, 
history  of  pharmacy  and  ethics.  A 
student  must  pass  terminal  examina- 
tions and  the  First  Professional  exam- 
ination (held  annually). 

Apprenticeship. — A  student  who  has 
passed  the  First  Professional  examina- 
tion must  serve  three  years  as  an 
apprentice  in  an  approved  pharmacy. 

The  Pharmacy  Course. — At  the  con- 
clusion of  apprenticeship  a  student 
returns  to  the  Society's  College  for  a 
further  continuous  course  of  three 
terms  of  lectures  in  pharmaceutical 
chemistry,  pharmaceutics,  pharmacog- 
nosy, forensic  pharmacy,  compounding 
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and  dispensing,  and  the  Irish  Pharma- 
copoeia. A  student  who  has  passed 
terminal  examinations  is  entitled  to 
enter  for  the  Second  Professional 
examination.  On  passing  this  he  is 
eligible  for  registration  as  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist. 

Syllabus:  Chemistry. — (a)  Theoreti- 
cal and  Physical  Chemistry:  Atomic- 
structure,  gas  laws,  kinetic  theory  of 
gases,  osmotic  pressure,  law  of  mass 
action,  laws  of  electrolysis,  ionisation, 
solubility  product.  pH  values  (including 
buffer  solutions  and  indicators),  mole- 
cular weight  determinations,  radio- 
activity, bond  structure,  (b)  Inorganic 
Chemistry:  A  study  of  the  chemistry 
of  the  elements  based  on  the  periodic 
table  interpreted  in  the  light  of  modern 
views  on  atomic  structure,  (c)  Organic 
Chemistry:  A  general  study  of  aliphatic 
and  aromatic  compounds,  with  special 
reference  to  those  of  pharmaceutical 
importance. 

Practical:  Qualitative  analysis  of 
simple  salts  and  of  mixtures  containing 
not  more  than  two  basic  and  two  acidic 
radicals.  Volumetric  analysis,  including 
acidimetry  and  alkalimetry,  perman- 
ganate, iodine  and  silver  nitrate  titra- 
tions ;  simple  problems  involving  such 
titrations.  Preparation  of  simple 
organic  substances,  including  tests  for 
purity  such  as  melting-point  and  boil- 
ing-point determinations. 

Pharmaceutics. — Theoretical :  Pre- 
paration of  pharmaceutical  products  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia,  processes  there 
employed,  official  methods  of  standard- 
isation, processes  employed  in  the  com- 
pounding of  prescriptions,  precautions 
in  aseptic  dispensing,  pharmaceutical 
sterilisation,  application  of  physico- 
chemical  concepts  to  pharmacy  (e.g., 
osmotic  pressure,  pH  solubility  product, 
acid-base  reactions,  etc.)  Practical: 
Weighing,  measuring  and  compounding 
medicines,  writing  directions  and 
finishing  properly,  calculation  of  quan- 
ties  in  prescriptions,  detection  of  in- 
compatibilities and  overdoses,  prepara- 
tion of  official  and  semi-official 
alenicals.  sterilisation  of  medicaments 
nd  solutions  for  injection,  identifica- 
tion of  medicaments  and  preparations 
ommonly  used  in  medicine,  compound- 
ng  under  aseptic  conditions. 

Pharmacognosy. — The  recognition 
of  specimens  of  vegetable  and  animal 
substances  used  in  medicine,  a  know- 
ledge of  the  family,  methods  of  culti- 
vation, collection  and  preservation  of 
drugs,  and  their  source  (botanical  or 
zoological,  and  geographical)  ;  their 
chief  constituents  and  adulterants  ; 
their  galenical  preparations  and  doses. 

Botany. — General  morphology  and 
physiology  of  the  plant  kingdom, 
systematic  botany,  characteristics  of 
the  principal  members  of  the  vegetable 
kingdom  (algee,  fungi,  pteridophyta  and 
thallophyta)  and  the  characters  of  a 
number  of  selected  families. 

Zoology. — General  morphology  of 
the  animal,  with  special  reference  to  a 
few  selected  examples,  e.g.,  rabbit,  dog- 
fish, etc.  Physiology  of  animals  : 
respiration,  absorption,  digestion  and 
elaboration  of  food  materials  ;  enzymes 
and  hormones. 

Bio-chemistry. — Chemical  structure 
of  human  tissues  (e.g.,  bone,  muscle, 
Mood).  Hormones,  vitamins  and 
enzymes,  their  location  and  action,  and 


diseases  caused  by  deficiency.  Human 
physiology,  location  and  functions  of 
the  principal  human  organs,  action  of 
medicaments  in  the  treatment  of  infec- 
tions and  diseases. 

Introduction  to  Bacteriology. — A 
course  on  the  biology  of  bacteria,  the 
preparation  of  culture  media,  staining, 
etc.,  to  provide  students  with  a  basis 
for  more  advanced  work  in  the  phar- 
maceutics course. 

Assistants'  Examination. — A  regi- 
stered student  who  has  passed  the  First 
Professional  examination  and  who  has 
completed  his  period  of  apprenticeship 
may  enter  for  an  examination  for  the 
qualification  of  Assistant  to  Pharmaceu- 
tical Chemist.  This  entitles  the  holder 
to  carry  out  the  duties  of  a  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist  in  the  temporary  absence 
of  one  such  but  does  not  entitle  him  io 
conduct  open  shop. 

Membership. — A  person  whose  name 
is  entered  on  the  register  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemists  may  use  the  suffix 
L.P.S.I.  He  may  apply  for  member- 
ship of  the  Society  (M. P.S.I.)  and  on 
election  pays  an  annual  subscription  of 
£3  3s. 

Fees.  — •  Preliminary  registration, 
£4  4s.  ;  Science  course,  £45  ;  First 
Professional  examination.  £6  6s.  ; 
Pharmacy  course,  £45  ;  Second  Pro- 
fessional examination,  £6  6s.  ;  Assis- 
tants' examination,  £3  3s.  ;  Assistants' 
registration,  £2  2s.  ;  Licence  registra- 
tion. £10  10s. 

A  student  registered  prior  to  July  31, 
1952,  may  elect  to  follow  the  regula- 
tions which  were  in  force  up  to  that 
date.  If  such  a  student  has  not  passed 
the  Licence  examination  during  an 
interim  period  of  six  years,  he  will  be 
obliged  to  conform  to  the  regulations 
summarised  above.  The  Licence 
examination  is  conducted  in  two  parts 
(corresponding  to  the  First  and  Second 
Professional  examinations).  Part  1 
consists  of  chemistry,  botany  and 
biology ;  part  2  of  pharmaceutics, 
pharmacognosy,  compounding  and  dis- 
pensing, forensic  pharmacy.  A  candi- 
date may  not  take  part  2  until  be  has 
passed  part  1.  but  a  candidate  may 
enter  provisionally  for  both  parts  if  he 
hopes  to  complete  the  examination  in 
the  same  month.  A  candidate  who  fails 
part  1  may  enter  for  re-examination  at 
intervals  of  three  months.  A  candidate 
who  fails  part  2  may  enter  for  re- 
examination at  intervals  of  six  months. 
The  fee  for  either  part  is  £6  6s. 

Medicine 

The  registration  body  for  medical  prac- 
titioners in  the  United  Kingdom  is 
the  General  Medical  Council.  44  Hal- 
lam  Street.  London.  W.l.  There  are 
a  number  of  examining  bodies,  and 
when  a  student  has  passed  the  final 
examination  of  one  of  these  bodies  he 
is  entitled  to  provisional  registration  as 
a  medical  practitioner.  In  order  to  ob- 
tain full  registration  he  must  thereafter 
render  satisfactory  service  for  twelve 
months  in  appropriate  resident  ap- 
pointments in  approved  hospitals  or 
institutions.  Study  occupies  a  mini- 
mum of  five  years  after  passing  a 
recognised  examination  in  general 
education  and  in  chemistry,  physics 
and  biology. 

The  principal  universities  in  the 
U.K.  confer  degrees  in  medicine  and 


surgery  (M.B.,  Ch.B.  or  equivalent). 
Other  examining  bodies  whose  qualifi- 
cations confer  a  title  to  registration

Dentistry 

The  practice  of  dentistry  is  restricted 
by  Act  of  Parliament  to  persons  regis- 
tered in  the  dentists  register  or  under 
the  Medical  Acts,  but  the  provision  of 
general  dental  services  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Acts  is  con- 
fined only  to  persons  registered  in  the 
dentists  register.  Possession  of  a  de- 
gree or  licence  in  dental  surgery 
granted  by  a  university  or  other  licens- 
ing corporation  in  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland  carries  with  it  the  right  to  re- 
gistration in  the  dentists  register  kept 
by  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  44  Hallam  Street,  London, 
W.l.  Degrees  and /or  licences  in  den- 
tal surgery  are  granted  by  all  univer- 
sities except  Aberdeen,  Cambridge, 
Nottingham,  Oxford  and  Wales  and 
licences  are  granted  by: — Royal  Col- 
lege of  Surgeons  of  England,  Lin- 
coln's Inn  Fields,  London,  W.C.2  ; 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of 
Edinburgh,  18  Nicholson  Street,  Edin- 
burgh, 8  ;  Royal  Faculty  of  Physic- 
ians and  Surgeons  of  Glasgow,  242 
St.  Vincent  Street,  Glasgow  ;  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland,  St. 
Stephen's  Green,  Dublin. 

The  course  of  professional  study 
usually  extends  over  five  years  (in- 
cluding a  year  devoted  to  chemistry, 
physics  and  biology). 

Registration  in  Ireland  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Dental  Board,  57  Merrion 
Square.  Dublin.  The  Board  recognises 
the  following  examining  bodies: — The 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Ireland.

Optics 

There  are  five  examining  bodies  con- 
cerned with  the  career  of  ophthalmic 
opticians:  The  Worshipful  Company 
of  Spectacle  Makers,  the  British  Opti- 
cal Association,  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Opticians,  the  Scottish  Associa- 
tion of  Opticians,  and  the  Institute  of 
Optical  Science.  Full-time  courses  for 
the  examinations  generally  last  three 
years  and  part-time  five  years. 

Chiropody 

To  gain  admission  to  the  National  Re- 
gister of  Medical  Auxiliary  Services,  it 
is  necessary  to  pass  the  examination  of 
the  Society  of  Chiropodists,  21  Caven- 
dish Square.

LEICESTER 

A  Glimpse  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Leicester  College  of  Technology  and  Commerce 


STUDENTS  from  the  Midlands,  Wales,  East  Anglia 
and  a  few  from  further  afield  make  up  the  total  of 
those  who  train  as  pharmacists  at  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  Leicester  College  of  Technology  and  Com- 
merce, which  provides  courses  for  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety's Intermediate  and  Qualifying  examinations  and  for 
the  external  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  London.  The  School's  present  annual  intake  of 
students  is  thirty-two  for  the  Society's  Qualifying  exami- 
nation course,  sixteen  for  the  degree  course  and  about 
thirty  for  the  intermediate  courses. 

The  School  of  Pharmacy  proper  is  situated  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  College,  but  chemistry  and  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  are  taught  in  the  chemistry  department,  and 
physiology  and  pharmacology  in  the  biology  department, 
while  intermediate  students  use  the  chemistry,  biology  and 
physics  departments. 

What  a  visitor  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy  notices  first 
on  entering  the  department  is  illuminated  wall  displays 
showing  the  production  of  penicillin,  streptomycin  and  sur- 
gical catgut.  They  comprise  charts,  photographs,  samples, 
models  of  plant  and  actual  apparatus,  and  were  set  up  as 
a  special  Coronation  display.  Some  of  them  will  remain 
for  the  use  of  students. 

Keynote  of  the  School 

In  practical  work  the  keynote  of  the  school  is  personal 
instruction.  A  practical  class  consists  of  eight  or  sixteen 
students  so  that  the  teacher  in  charge  has  time  to  give 
each  student  individual  attention.  In  practical  pharmaceu- 
tics the  ratio  of  students  to  teachers  is  8:1.  In  pharma- 
ceutical chemistry  and  in  physiology  and  pharmacology 
the  students  do  not  all  work  at  the  same  experiment  at 
once;  each  student  has  a  schedule  covering  all  the  work. 
That  is  economical  in  expensive  or  complicated  apparatus. 

For  the  Society's  Intermediate  examination  a  one-year 
and  a  two-year  course  are  provided.  The  head  of  the 


School  (Mr.  Colin  Gunn,  B.Pharm.,  Ph.C.)  advises  those 
students  who  wish  to  proceed  with  their  academic  phar- 
maceutical education  straight  from  school  having  attained 
general  certificate  of  education  standard  to  take  the  two- 
year  course.  The  one-year  course  is  provided  for  students 
who  have,  by  studying  at  evening  classes  during  appren- 
ticeship or  by  remaining  at  school  in  the  sixth  form  (a 
good  proportion  of  Leicester  students  have  reached  the 
standard  of  general  certificate  of  education  at  advanced 
level),  gained  some  knowledge  at  intermediate  level.  Mr. 
Gunn's  policy  is  to  encourage  immature  students  to  take 
their  apprenticeship  before  the  intermediate  course,  so  that 
they  can  attend  evening  classes.  He  also  believes  that, 
as  practical  pharmaceutics  is  something  of  an  art,  it  is 
different  from  the  rest  of  the  instruction  which  a  student 
receives  during  his  final  course  and  that  it  is  difficult  for 
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a  student  to  reach  the  required  standard  in  practical  phar- 
maceutics on  a  normal,  academic  course  unless  he  has  done 
his  practical  training  previously.  The  Leicester  School  of 
Pharmacy  aims  at  giving  a  good  foundation  of  general 
principles. 

The  emphasis  on  basic  principles  is  illustrated  in  the 
School's  galenical  laboratory.  There  the  tendency  is  to 
build  apparatus  in  which  processes  can  be  watched  and 
in  which  pharmaceutical  principles  can  be  illustrated.  A 
good  example  of  that  is  a  climbing  film  evaporator  of  glass 
which  is  fitted  with  thermometers  at  various  points  so 
that  checks  may  be  made  at  different  stages  of  the  process. 
The  evaporator  was  designed  and  built  in  the  School  by 
Mr.  H.  W.  Fowler,  B.Pharm.,  Ph.C.  (lecturer  in  pharma- 
ceutics). Mr.  Fowler  is  also  building  to  his  own  design  a 
fractionating  column  from  which  samples  at  different 
heights  may  be  taken  to  show  the  composition  of  the 
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distilling  liquid  and  of  the  vapour  at  those  heights.  That 
apparatus  is  expected  to  be  in  use  at  the  commencement 
of  the  1953-54  session.  The  laboratory  also  contains  the 
usual  pilot  extraction  plant  (small  scale  versions  of  those 
used  in  industry),  but  the  teaching  staff  regards  them  as  of 
less  value  in  teaching  basic  principles  than  the  other  type 
of  apparatus. 

Each  school  has  methods  of  teaching  that  are  not  shared 
by  all  others.  At  the  Leicester  School  of  Pharmacy  the 
tutorial  system  is  well  developed  and  many  practical  ses- 
sions are  preceded  by  a  short  lecture  that  develops  into 
a  discussion.  At  one  period  of  his  instruction  the  student 
finds  that  forensic  pharmacy  is  connected  with  pharma- 
ceutics for  he  is  given  autographed  prescriptions  to  dis- 
pense and  expected  to  check  them  from  the  legal  point 
of  view  and,  where  necessary,  to  make  appropriate  entries 
on  a  copy  of  a  page  of  a  D.D.A.  register.  Also  in  forensic 
pharmacy  a  "  flannel  board  "  is  used  extensively.  That  con- 
sists of  a  blackboard  covered  with  flannel  to  which  may 
be  made  to  adhere  by  gentle  pressure  printed  cards  backed 
with  a  finer  cloth.  When  the  cards  bear  typical  wordings 
used  in  labelling:  "  poison,"  name  and  address  of  seller, 
etc.,  labelling  requirements  for  poisons  can  be  demonstra- 
ted and  a  label  built  up  while  the  relevant  points  are 
discussed.  Another  special  method  of  teaching  is  by  models 
of  industrial  plant.  Each  student  spends  several  periods  in 
a  session  working  in  the  pharmaceutical  department  of  the 
Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  under  the  supervision  of  the 
chief  pharmacist.  Final  year  degree  students  spend  three 
days  in  London:  in  1953  they  visited  the  physiological 
research  laboratories  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  Beck- 
enham,  Westminster  Hospital,  and  the  Vere  Street  phar- 
macy of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.  Leicester  students  have 
the  opportunity  of  watching  the  testing  of  surgical  dress- 
ings for  tensile  strength,  etc.,  in  the  College's  textile  de- 
partment, which  has  the  reputation  of  being  the  best  in 
Britain. 

The  Leicester  College  of  Technology  and  Commerce 
provides  for  all  students  facilities  for  all  sports.  There  has 
recently  been  provided  a  large  building  in  which  lawn 
tennis,  cricket  and  all  field  events  may  be  practised  indoors 
throughout  the  year.  In  the  1952-53  session  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  won  the  College's  annual  athletic  champion- 
ship.

NEW  STERILE  SOLUTIONS  LABORATORY: 
The  laboratory,  converted  from  a  bottle  store 
to  replace  a  much  smaller  laboratory,  has  inde- 
pendent air  conditioning  through  louvres  in  the 
ceiling.  Distilled  water  is  supplied  by  pipeline 
from  stills  outside  the  room.  The  large  auto- 
clave is  also  outside  the  laboratory.  Bench  tops 
are  of  Formica.  On  the  bench  in  the  background 
is  a  special  filtration  unit  devised  by  Mr.  Leslie 
Till,  Ph.C,  which  enables  150-200  saline  bottles 
to  be  filled  and  capped  in  an  hour.

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HOSPITAL    PHARMACY  FORUM 

CONFERENCE  SEASON 


THE  conference  season  is  on  us  again  and  those  who 
can  raise  the  necessary  cash  and  are  sufficiently  in- 
terested in  the  wide  world  will  be  packing  their  pyjamas 
and  making  for  London  for  the  B.P.C.  and  Paris  for  the 
F.I.  P.  It  is,  of  course,  an  enjoyable  jaunt,  for  the  social 
side  of  the  conferences  is  usually  well  organised,  and  is 
certainly  good  value  for  money.  Then,  of  course,  it  salves 
one's  conscience  a  little  and  makes  a  good  excuse  for  a 
trip  abroad  if  it  can  be  regarded  as  a  sort  of  pious  pil- 
grimage in  the  interest  of  one"s  profession.  If  the  hospital 
authorities  can  be  cajoled  into  granting  study  leave  for 
the  purpose,  so  much  the  better.  But  is  that  all  there  is 
to  it  ?  Is  our  aim  purely  that  of  having  a  binge  under  the 
guise  of  respectable  professional  activities  ? 

A  Luxury  ? 

If  that  is  all,  then  the  conferences  are  a  luxury,  not  to 
say  a  sham.  The  Federation  Internationale  Pharmaceutique 
was  certainly  not  created  to  act  as  a  pharmaceutical  jam- 
boree, but  to  coordinate  the  work  of  pharmacists  in  the 
member  countries,  so  as  to  bring  to  each  the  culture  of  all 
and  so  mutually  to  influence  for  good  the  standards  of 
professional  conduct  and  practice.   The  exchange  of  ideas 
and  information,  and  the  building-up  of  a  common  code, 
have  already  proved  worth  while  in  other  branches  of 
pharmacy,  and  in  recent  times  a  start  has  been  made 
among  hospital  pharmacists.    The  problems  and  the  dif- 
ferences between  hospital  pharmacists  in  the  various  coun- 
tries are  only  beginning  to  appear  since  the  meetings  in 
Rome  (1951)  and  Basle  (1952).    In  all  the  countries  re- 
presented, the  hospital  pharmacists  form  a  well-defined 
corps  within  the  larger  professional  group.  All  are  salaried 
servants  whose  activities  are  closely  similar,  though  the 
status  and  remuneration  varies  greatly  from  country  to 
country.    In   France,   for  example,   the   pharmacien  de 
Vhopital  is  considered  to  be  among  the  elite  of  the  pro- 
fession and  is  required  to  pass  a  competitive  examination 
before  he  is  eligible  for  an  appointment  in  the  service. 
The  pharmacist's  activities  are  much  wider  in  range  than 
those  of  his  English  colleague,  and  in  many  hospitals  in- 
clude biochemical  analysis  and  foods  and  drugs  analysis. 
On  the  other  hand  the  pharmaceutical  production  work 
is  carried  out  in  the  larger  cities  in  a  central  laboratory 
which  supplies  all  the  bulk  galenicals  and  injectable  solu- 
tions to  the  hospitals  in  the  area.  That  is  a  system  which 
has  been  in  operation  for  many  years  in  Paris,  and  it  may 
be  that  some  lessons  could  be  learnt  from  it  that  will 
be  of  value  in  the  development  of  an  efficient  service  in 
this  country. 

In  other  countries,  for  example  Austria  and  Sweden, 
the  pharmaceutical  work  of  the  hospital  is  let  out  on  con- 
tract to  a  pharmacist  who  is  not,  strictly  speaking,  an 
employee  of  the  hospital.  Switzerland  has  some  excellent 
pharmaceutical  laboratories  which,  though  housed  in  the 
larger  hospitals  such  as  those  of  Zurich  and  Basle,  are 
Canton  laboratories  serving  a  much  wider  area.  Condi- 
tions in  America  correspond  closely  with  those  in  this 
country,  except  that  there  is  no  health  service  and  the 
pharmacist  has  to  price  all  his  prescriptions. 

Comparing  notes  in  this  way  is  stimulating  to  thought, 
and  should  lead  to  improved  methods  and  a  broader  out- 
look at  home.  One  feature  that  has  become  clear  is  that 
overseas  there  is  a  much  closer  link  between  the  hospitals 
and  the  schools  of  pharmacy.  It  is  common  for  hospital 
pharmacists  to  exercise  the  dual  role  of  pharmacist  and 
teacher,  many  of  them  teaching  subjects  such  as  organic 
chemistry,  bacteriology,  serology,  etc.,  in  the  school  of 
pharmacy. 


The  technical  exchanges  that  pass  between  the  confer- 
ence members  throw  interesting  light  on  current  therapy 
in  the  various  countries.  Many  European  countries  still 
use,  like  Jugo-Slavia,  a  much  greater  number  of  veget- 
able extracts  and  galenicals  than  we  do.  Medication  by 
suppositories  and  injections  is  more  common  in  France 
than  in  England.  There  is  a  lively  interest  in  the  treat- 
ment of  wounds  by  means  of  blood  pastes  in  Switzerland. 
From  sources  such  as  these  come  many  ideas  which  bet- 
ter fit  the  pharmacist  returning  home  to  meet  the  daily 
round  in  his  own  department  and  which  should  prompt 
an  inquiring  mind  to  examine  afresh  his  traditional 
methods. 

Above  all,  we  make  friends.  Friendship  amounts  to 
more  than  mere  acquaintance.  It  requires  a  consciousness 
of  common  purpose  and  a  sympathy  of  emotional  re- 
sponse which  transcends  racial  and  national  barriers.  We 
become  conscious  that  the  things  that  unite  us  are  stronger 
than  the  things  that  divide.  In  that  realisation  lie  peace 
and  understanding.  If  participation  in  international  con- 
ferences of  pharmacists  does  something,  however  small, 
towards  that  end,  it  is  surely  worth  while. 

HOSPITAL  EXPERIENCE 

A  suggestion  that  would  merit  consideration  by  hospital 
professional  staffs  was  made  by  the  president  of  the  In- 
stitute of  Hospital  Administrators  at  their  annual  confer- 
ence, 1953.  Discussing  the  training  of  junior  administra- 
tive staff,  he  suggested  that  there  should  be  a  circuit  of 
suitable  posts,  arranged  so  that  experience  could  be  gained 
in  all  types  of  hospitals.  For  many  years  pharmacists  who 
have  worked  at  a  medical  teaching  hospital  have  been 
sought  as  likely  candidates  for  senior  posts  in  other  hos- 
pitals. The  wide  variety  of  experience  gained  in  the  teach- 
ing hospital  has  been  and  will  remain  most  valuable,  but 
often  the  very  size  of  the  department  prevents  a  junior 
member  of  the  staff  gaining  insight  into  the  overall  run- 
ning of  a  department.  Time  spent  in  a  small  hospital  as 
the  sole  assistant  would  widen  the  training  and  give  con- 
fidence in  dealing  with  problems,  professional  or  adminis- 
trative. Such  a  scheme  would,  however,  have  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  a  change  in  the  salary  structure,  so  that  ability 
and  service  would  have  a  greater  reward  than  at  present, 
with  the  very  limited  prospects. — S.  Powlson.

15.    HOLIDAY  PROBLEMS 


Choice  of  a  Holiday 

THERE  are,  of  course,  many  ways  of  spending  a  holi- 
day and  it  is  essential,  before  making  one's  choice,  to 
decide  what  is  the  true  purpose  of  holidays  and  how 
that  purpose  may  best  be  fulfilled.  A  holiday  is  not  simply 
the  reward  for  a  past  year's  work :  reward  is  largely 
expressed  in  profits,  salaries,  wages  or  the  satisfaction  one 
derives  from  work.  Holidays  are  taken  with  a  view  to  giv- 
ing one  the  impetus  to  carry  on  work  for  the  year  that 
follows.  To  achieve  that  end  they  must  provide  some  re- 
laxation from  the  normal  mode  of  life.  In  other  words, 
the  real  benefit  of  a  holiday  is  only  to  be  obtained  if  it 
represents  a  change  from  the  daily  routine.  The  change 
should  be  one  not  only  of  scenery  but  also  of  the  actual 
way  of  life.  Patients  whose  job  requires  mental  rather  than 
physical  ability,  therefore,  tend  to  derive  most  benefit  from 
a  holiday  that  provides  mental  relaxation.  If  that  relaxa- 
tion provides  physical  exertion,  generally  speaking  it  does 
them  no  harm.  On  the  other  hand,  a  manual  worker  prob- 
ably prefers  to  have  a  holiday  that  provides  some  mental 
stimulation  with  less  than  his  usual  amount  of  physical 
effort.  It  is  a  pity  that  many  unskilled  workers  have  not 
the  ability  to  enjoy  a  holiday  that  provides  them  with  phy- 
sical relaxation  but  mental  stimulation.  Consequently,  they 
tend  to  patronise  side-shows  and  fun  fairs  which,  while  pro- 
viding a  mental  change,  occasion  a  good  deal  of  physical 
exertion  in  the  process.  It  is  not  necessary  to  describe  the 
various  types  of  holiday — seaside,  country,  camping,  walk- 
ing, staying  at  home  and  "  pottering  about,"  amongst  others 
—because  all  are  well  known.  One  can  say,  however,  that 
people  who  stay  at  home  and  go  out  for  day  trips  are  in 
many  cases  misguided.  Holidays  spent  that  way  are  not 
always  the  cheapest  and  they  provide  no  opportunities  for 
meeting  new  friends  and  acquaintances  who  can  do  so 
much  to  make  a  holiday  worth  while. 

Let  us  assume  that  the  patient  has  embarked  upon  his 
holidays  and  discuss  the  various  medical  conditions  that 
may  arise.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that,  while  on  holiday, 
many  people  tend  to  regard  a  pharmacist  as  even  more 
than  usual  a  friend  and  counsellor.  Much  less  formality 
is  required  to  walk  into  the  chemist's  shop  than  into  the 
doctor's  surgery.  In  any  case,  it  is  much  easier  to  find  the 
way  to  the  chemist  than  it  is  to  the  doctor,  and  one  does 
not  have  to  wait  so  long — a  most  important  factor  when 
on  holiday.  At  holiday  time  patients  are  liable  to  make 
light  of  their  ills.  Pharmacists  do  well  to  note  that  and  to 
remember  that  serious  acute  illnesses  such  as  coronary 
thrombosis  are  not  governed  by  geographical  or  seasonal 
conditions.  They  occur  just  as  easily  on  holiday  as  at  home. 

Aches  and  Pains 

Aches  and  pains,  fibrositis,  lumbago,  etc.,  occur  in  the 
early  stages  of  a  holiday,  and  more  often  than  not  they 
are  due  to  the  change  in  mode  of  living.  Certain  muscles 
come  much  more  into  use  than  when  the  patient  is  at 
work.  The  clerk  may  use  his  finger  and  wrist  muscles  a 

'  great  deal  while  at  work,  a  pharmacist  may  hold  the  mea- 
sure at  eye  level  when  in  the  dispensary,  but  no  doubt  they 

i  both  like  a  game  of  beach  cricket  when  on  holiday.  Spin 


bowling  may  use  the  same  muscles  but  it  uses  them  in  a 
different  manner  and  to  a  different  degree,  so  that  they 
become  stretched  or  over-tired.  Massage  with  a  stimulating 
liniment  may  help,  but  care  should  be  taken  to  choose  one 
without  a  strong  odour  that  fellow  guests  may  find  objec- 
tionable. Soap  liniment  is  probably  as  good  as  any,  but 
it  is  important  that  it  should  be  well  rubbed  in  by  some- 
one other  than  the  patient.  A  good  hot  bath  and  rub  down 
with  a  rough  towel  will  probably  do  more  good,  and  the 
pharmacist  would  not  be  merely  a  good  salesman  if  he 
sold  the  patient  some  bath  salts.  What  can  be  more  relax- 
ing than  to  lie  in  a  bath  pleasantly  perfumed  ? — the  aroma 
itself  can  do  much  to  improve  the  morale  and  general 
outlook  of  the  patient.  More  severe  cases  may  require 
manipulative  treatment  from  a  doctor  or  injections  of  a 
local  anaesthetic.  One  word  of  caution:  always  beware  of 
the  pain  in  the  chest  radiating  down  the  arm  or  a  pain  in 
the  back  spreading  down  either  or  both  legs.  Such  condi- 
tions should  always  be  referred  for  proper  medical  advice. 

Alimentary  Upsets 

During  a  holiday  indigestion,  diarrhoea  and  constipa- 
tion are  common  occurrences,  particularly  in  the  first  few 
days  after  arrival  at  the  hotel.  Indigestion  is  partly  due  to 
the  change  in  the  nature  of  the  food  and  partly  psychologi- 
cal. The  patient  is  tensed  at  the  onset  of  a  holiday.  He 
has  been  looking  forward  to  it  for  some  time,  and  when 
it  does  arrive  he  may  be  excited.  It  takes  a  few  days,  in 
some  cases,  to  become  fully  relaxed.  What  is  the  remedy? 
Reassurance  is  usually  all  that  is  required,  but  that  is  often 
made    easier    by    a    carminative   mixture   such    as  the 


following:  —

Diarrhoea,  likewise,  is  frequently  due  to  a  change  in  food 
and  mode  of  life.  One  must  always  be  careful,  however,  to 
realise  that  salmonella  infections  can  and  do  occur  as  a 
result  of  feeding  in  places  of  public  refreshment.  It  is  wise, 
therefore,  to  ask  if  the  patient  is  the  only  guest  affected. 
It  is  unlikely  to  be  a  salmonella  infection  of  any  severity 
if  the  patient  is  the  only  sufferer,  and  in  that  case  a  mix- 
ture such  as  the  following  is  commonly  prescribed:  —

When  constipation  occurs  it  is  almost  certain  to  have  a 
psychological  foundation  provided  by  the  change  of  sur- 
roundings and  mode  of  life.  Many  physicians  agree  that 
the  best  treatment  is  to  do  nothing  for  the  first  two  or 
three  days.  If  the  patient  has  an  adequate  fluid  intake  and 
is  reasonable  in  his  or  her  perseverance,  the  constipation 
will  cure  itself.  Far  too  much  importance  is  attached  by 
the  lay  public  to  the  regular  daily  evacuation  of  the  bowels. 
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To  prescribe  laxatives  indiscriminately  in  such  cases  merely 
adds  emphasis  to  the  patient's  views  and  may  induce  a 
hypochondriac's  outlook  on  life.  If  a  laxative  should  prove 
necessary,  compound  tablets  of  cascara  are  probably  as 
good  as  any  other.  When  dealing  with  alimentary  upsets, 
pharmacists  should  bear  in  mind  the  possibility  of  appendi- 
citis and  should  never  attempt  to  mask  an  abdominal  pain. 

Insomnia 

Sleeplessness  is  not  an  uncommon  complaint  among  holi- 
day makers  and  it  is  almost  always  due  to  a  change  of 
surroundings,  perhaps  with  the  addition  of  a  new  set  of 
noises.  It  is  well  known  that,  when  people  first  go  to  live 
near  a  railway,  they  are  frequently  unable  to  sleep  because 
of  the  noise,  and  that,  after  a  while,  they  cannot  sleep 
when  they  go  elsewhere,  because  they  no  longer  have  the 
noise.  The  best  procedure  is  to  see  that  the  patient  is  pro- 
perly tired  when  he  goes  to  bed,  when  reassurance  may  be 
assisted  by  a  hot  drink.  Sedatives  are  seldom  indicated. 

Sunburn 

Probably  the  most  common  complaint  on  holiday  is  of 
sunburn.  Generally  speaking,  blondes  are  more  susceptible 
than  brunettes,  men  more  than  women,  and  infants  more 
than  adults.  Sunburn,  which  is  caused  by  the  ultra-violet 
rays  (of  about  3,000  angstrom  units),  is  first  evidenced 
by  a  redness  of  the  skin  (erythema)  which,  if  disregarded, 
and  the  skin  further  exposed,  progresses  to  a  stage  of  vesi- 
culation.  swelling  and  the  formation  of  blisters.  Treatment 
is  prophylactic  and  curative,  with  emphasis  on  prophylaxis. 

The  first  essential  of  prophylaxis  is  to  prevent  excessive 
exposure  and  to  increase  gradually  the  exposure  to  the 
sun  rays.  Probably  a  quarter  of  an  hour  is  ample  even  for 
a  brunette  on  the  first  day.  It  can  be  increased  to  20-30 
minutes  on  the  second.  Blondes  do  well  to  restrict  their 
exposure  to  only  half  as  much — or  less  than  that — what 
a  brunette  can  take.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  individual 
variation  in  the  amount  of  exposure  that  can  be  sustained. 
Tolerance  to  the  sun's  rays  is  evidenced  by  a  hardening 
of  the  skin  caused  by  keratinisation  and  pigmentation  or 
tanning  due  to  an  increased  deposition  of  melanin. 

Various  protective  creams  and  lotions  have  been  devised, 
and  it  is  well  to  consider  a  few  problems  associated  with 
their  formulation.  Many  people  put  their  faith  in  oil.  Oil 
inhibits  evaporation  from  the  skin  and  thus  keeps  it  more

Professional  People

Intended  for  professional  readers,  the  book  discusses  with 
humour  and  insight  the  niceties  of  what  is  a  profession  and 
who  is  a  professional  man,  and  analyses  such  problems  as 
the  effect  of  having  the  State  for  client  and  how  profes- 
sional people  may  engage  in  business.  Under  the  heading 
"Socialised  Professions,"  the  authors  assess  the  effect  of  the 
National  Health  Service  on  contracting  professions,  in- 
cluding pharmacy.  Their  suggestion  is  that  being  a  pro- 
fessional man  is  to  "  live  with  uncertainty  "  whether  the 
individual  has  graduated  via  secondary  and  technical 
schools  or  belongs  to  the  "  almost  hereditary  professional 
aristocracy  which  is  a  peculiar  British  institution."  Dis- 
cussing the  civilising  effect  of  the  professions  in  business 
life  the  authors  suggest  that  pharmacists  and  the  medical 
profession  seem  over  a  period  to  have  had  an  effect  on  the 
atmosphere  of  business,  an  effect  that  may  even  be  traced 
in  the  behaviour  of  "  patent "  medicine  manufacturers. 
They  point  out  that  the  1949  cut  brought  home  to  pharma- 
cists the  vulnerability  of  their  new  position,  in  which  the 
State  was  their  largest  single  customer.  Estimating  the 
average  net  income  of  a  proprietor  before  the  shilling 
prescription  charge  was  made  as  "certainly  below  £1,000 
a  year,  probably  about  £800,"  they  state  "  It  should  not 


moist  and  supple.  In  addition  to  its  social  disadvantage  of 
damaging  furniture  and  clothing,  oil  has  the  therapeutic 
disadvantage  of  causing  pyodermia  and  increasing  the  risk 
of  superficial  infections  such  as  furunculosis.  It  is  prefer- 
able, therefore,  to  apply  oil  in  the  form  of  an  oil-in-water 
miscible  cream,  which  can  be  well  rubbed  into  the  skin. 
If  an  antiseptic  such  as  5-amino-acridine  or  Propamidine  is 
added  there  is  an  additional  advantage.  Another  prophy- 
lactic measure  is  to  apply  substances  that  absorb  or  deflect 
the  ultra-violet  rays.  In  this  connection,  zinc  oxide,  tita- 
nium oxide,  quinine  and  methyl  salicylate  are  prescribed. 
Certain  glycosides  and  para-amino  benzoic  acid  are  also 
used.  Simple  prescriptions  are  provided  by  the  following:  —

Curative  treatment  consists  of  the  general  treatment  for 
a  superficial  burn.  Patients  complain  of  pain,  tenderness 
and  later  on  of  irritation.  Treatment  is  directed  at  the  relief 
of  pain  and  the  prevention  of  sepsis.  Calamine  lotion  is  of 
value  but  probably  creams  such  as  4  and  5  above  are  more 
suitable.  The  affected  parts  should,  of  course,  be  shielded 
from  the  sun.  A  recent  innovation  is  to  provide  a  cream 
with  an  antiseptic  and  an  antihistaminic.  The  latter  not 
only  acts  as  a  local  anaesthetic  but  also  reduces  the  loca- 
lised cedema.  A  suitable  antihistamine  is  promethazine; 
2  per  cent,  of  it  can  be  added  to  any  of  the  creams  sug- 
gested above.  The  creams  should  be  prepared  fairly  thin 
so  that  they  can  be  spread  easily.  It  should  not  be  for- 
gotten, also,  that  if  a  large  area  is  involved  there  is  always 
the  danger  of  absorption  of  the  medicaments.  Sensitivity 
is  liable  to  be  provoked  particularly  if  the  area  is  exposed 
to  strong  sunlighi  after  the  application.  The  sulphonamide 
drugs  induce  photosensitivity. 

Patients  showing  any  degree  of  heat  prostration  such  as 
fever,  severe  headache,  insomnia,  collapse  or  even  delirium 
should  be  referred  immediately  for  medical  attention.

The  Commit- 
tee's decision  was  that  the  new  edition  should,  like  its 
predecessor,  be  limited  to  substances  used  primarily  as 
solvents,  and  should  again  be  a  compendium  of  informa- 
tion rather  than  a  critical  review  of  published  literature. 
An  extensive  bibliography  is,  however,  included.

The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.     Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  July  22:  Home-trade  demand  for  Pharmaceutical  and  Fine 
Chemicals  during  the  week  was  confined  to  replacements  of  immediate 
requirements,  and  little  new  export  business  has  been  reported.  There  is 
evidence  that  Japan  intends  to  meet  the  lower  prices  announced  recently  by 
Chile  for  Crude  iodine.  For  the  time  being  considerable  caution  will  no 
doubt  be  exercised  by  interested  manufacturers  and  consumers  of  iodides, 
and  other  iodine-containing  preparations.  The  present  controls  on  Glucose 
and  Starch  are  to  end  on  September  27  (see  p.  73). 
In  Crude  Drugs,  Senega  again  pro 


vided  a  firm  market.  Spot  supplies 
were  cleared  and  shippers  were  not 
quoting,  though  re-sellers  were  offer- 
ing at  13s.  6d.,  c.i.f.,  per  lb.,  or  Is. 
higher  than  in  the  previous  week. 
Shellac  rose  to  a  new  peak  for  the 
year  and  at  225s.  per  cwt.  for  the  F.O. 
variety  it  had  not  only  regained  its 
loss  of  the  previous  week  but  had 
made  an  additional  gain  of  5s.  Ex- 
ports of  shellac  from  India  during 
June  totalled  14,012  packages  (against 
27,380  in  June  1952)  of  which  the 
United  Kingdom  took  1,543  (11,337) 
and  the  U.S.,  4,795  (4,933).  Interest 
in  Spices  was  negligible,  though,  of 
course,  no  more  quiet  than  is  usual 
for  the  season.  Cloves  continued  to 
fall  at  origin  and  spot  prices  were 
adjusted  accordingly.  Nutmegs  were 
marked  down  by  threepence  per  lb. 
but  Mombasa  Chillies  and  Turmeric 
continued  firm.  Good-quality  Benzoin 
was  stated  to  be  short  at  origin,  and 
no  offers  were  received;  spot  prices 
held  firm  at  previous  levels.  Galangal 
was  in  demand,  and  much  of  the  spot 
material  was  taken  up.  Shippers  of 
Henna  in  India  were  unable  to  quote 
for  forward  delivery.  Jalap  root  was 
slightly  dearer  for  the  higher-testing 
quality. 

There  were  no  important  develop- 
ments in  the  market  for  Essential 
Oils.  Imports  of  those  oils  during 
June  (see  p.  85)  were  £12,000  higher 
than  in  May.  France  was  the  largest 
individual  supplier,  the  imports  from 
that  country  being  valued  at  £60,326; 
Italy  being  next  with  £50,309.

The  emergence  of  the  Celanese 
Corporation  of  America  as  one  of  the 
major  sources  of  Pentaerythritol  in 
the  United  States  has  been  indicated  by 
the  announcement  that  the  firm  will 
enter  the  domestic  market  next  month 
with  a  new  supply  of  approximately 
15,000,000  lb.  annually.
